ONLY THREE OF CREW SURVIVE. 


British Bark Foundered Off Valpa- 
raiso and Fourteen Are Drowned. 

San Francisco, November 29.~—The British 
bark, Cerdillera, which was reported lost off 
the coast of South America, by cable’ dis- 
patch the early part of this month, found- 
ed off Valparaiso, and fourteen of her crew 
are supposed to have been drowned. 

A letter was received today from the 
city mentioned to the effect that the only 
survivors of the disaster were Carpenter F.

The Cerdillera capsized in a squall and 
went down, the letter states.

Union Pacific Read Shoots a Train Through 
To Evadea Fine. 


THREE ENGINES WERE IN USE 


Actual Average Running from Chey- 
enne Was over 62 1-2 Miles Hour. 


HUNDRED MILES MADE IN 88 MINUTES 


Besides Making <All Regular Stops 
the Train Lost Several Minutes . 
by Air-Brake Trouble. 


Omaha, Neb., November 29.—The Union 
Pacific road has made another record for 
fast rurning. A mail train has been shot 
across the country from Cheyenne to 
Council Bluffs, 519 miles, in 559 minutes. 
This is actual elapsed time, and includes 
all stops. Engines were changed twice and 
two engineers were relieved. All the regu- 
lar stops were made and“one extra, when 
an air brake hose burst and had to be 
repaired at the expense of several minutes 
of time. 

A burned out bridge near Medicine Bow, 
Wyo., delayed the mail five hours and thir- 
ty minutes. The train reached Cheyenne 
five hours late. It was necessary to reach 
‘Council Bluffs on time or pay a heavy 
fine to the government. It was a most re- 
markable run against time, Cheyenne to 
Sydney, 102 miles, was made in 107 minutes. 
Engines were changed and the run from 
Sydney to North Platte, 123 miles, was 
made in 118 minutes. On this run a stop 
‘was made at Julesburg to get the Colorado 
mail. From North Platte to Grand Island, 
188 miles, the time was made in 154 minutes, 
engineers being changed at Lexington and 
other stops being necessary. From Grand 
Island to Council Bluffs, 156 miles, the time 
was 165 minutes, including a stop of over 
five minutes to fix a bursted tank hose, reg- 
ular station stops, a delay by a Missouri 
Pacific freight train entering the Omaha 
yards and other annoyances. 

The mail was landed in Councfl Bluffs 
with thirteen minutes to spase, the actual 
average running from Cheyenne being a 
little more than sixty-two and one-half 
miles an hour. 

The most wonderful burst of speed was 
shown on the hundred mile stretch be- 
tween Grand Island and Ames. This was 
covered in ninety-three minutes actual 
time. From this must be deducted five min- 
utes for the delay with the broken hose at 
Columbus, making the time eighty-eight 
minutes for the 100 miles, including all reg- 
viar stops, or more than sixty-eight miles 
an hour. 
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Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse Makes Trip 
in 5 Days, 17 Hours, 8 Minutes. 
Southampton, November 29.—The North 
German Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, Captain Engelhart, which left 
New York on November 28d, passing the 
Sandy Hook lightship at about 4:30 o’clock 
p. m., arrived here this afternoon, pass- 

ing The Needles at 3:10 o’clock. 

The steamer was delayed twenty-five 
minutes in standing by a burning ship, 
but in spite of this she broke the recora 
for the highest average speed across the 
ocean, her speed per hour averaging 22:35 
knots. 

The total distance covered waa 3,065 
knots, and the passage lasted 137 hours, 
8 minutes, or five days, seventeen hours, 
eight minutes, from which, of course, 
should be deducted the twenty-five minutes 
lost in standing by the burning ship, which 
would have made her actual passage five 
days, sixteen hours and forty-three min.

FEWER HOURS ON THE ROAD. 


Time Between Louisville and New Or- 
leans Is To Be Shortened. — 


Louisville, Ky., November 29.—Commenc- 
ing with next Saturday the Louisville and 
Nashville will effect a change of schedule 
which will place New Orleans just twenty- 
three hours and fifty minutes away, Jack- 
sonville just twenty-four and one-half hours 
distant, while one can go to Memphis in 
eleven and a half hours. This will be the 
fastest and most complete service up to 
date in the south. 

The train which now leaves Louisville at 
3:30 in the afternoon will then leave at 
8:10 o’clock in the evening. Leaving at that 
time it will reach Memphis at 7:40 o'clock 
in the morning. New Orleans will be reach- 
ed at 8 o’clock in the afternoon, while the 
passengers can get off at Jacksonville at 
8:30 the next morning. Another train will 
leave Louisville at 2:30 in the afternoon and 
besides traveling on the same schedule time 
will make qu.cker connections with all 
trains on the Henderson division of the 
Louisville and Nashville. Passengers trav- 
eling on this train will reach Nashville or 
Clarksville at 8 o’clock in the evening.

WILL FORETELL EARTHQUAKES. 


Mexican Frofessor Has Invented Del- 


icate Electric Instrument. 


City of Mexico, November 29.—Francisco 
Estrado, professg@r of natural science, in 
this city, has invented what he calls an 
electro-magnetic geological balance, de- 
signed to foretell earthquakes and the 
slightest disturbance of the earth’s crust. 

It consists of several delicate magnetized 
rods ingeniously connected with a recording 
mechanism of great delicacy. By its aid 
subterranean currents of electricity can be 
detected and the slightiet vibrations. The 
apparatus will be of great use in aiding 
Scientific study of seismic phenomena in 
disturbed regions in Guerrero and other re- 
moie states where earthquakes nave been 
frequent of late.

WHITE HANDS DOWN OPINION. 


Justice Says if the Error Was Found 
Criminals Wouli Have Immunity. 

Washington, November 29.—The United 
States supreme court today reviewed the 
decision of the Georgia supreme court it, 
the case of Mrs. Nobles, convicted of the 
murder of her husband, she claiming the 
process of law had been denied her. The 
decision is that the sentence imposed by 
the court can now be executed. 

Justice White handed down the opinion 
of the court. He reviewed briefly the 
points in the case, showing that Mra. No- 
bles’s counsel had moved for a trial tc 
prove her sanity after she had been found 
guilty of the murder of her husband. Thi» 
motion was denied by the trial court, ana 
the decision affirmed by the state supreme 
court. Mrs. Nobles then appealed to the 
federal supreme court on the ground that 
the fourteenth amendment guaranteeing ali 
citizens due process of law, had been vio- 
lated. The contention was overruled by 
Justice White’s opinion, who said that the 
questions involved were wholly within the 
jurisdiction of the state courts. 

“If the position of the plaintiff in error 
were found,” said Justice White, “no crim- 
inal could ever be punished, as his im- 
munity would depend upon his fecundity Ir, 
raising pleas of insanity.” 


MATHIS WILL NOT BE HANGED. 


Gcvernor Taylor Commutes Death Sen- 
tence to Life Imprisonment. 

Nashville, Tenn., November 29.—(Special.) 
Pat Mathis will not be hanged at Sevierville 
Friday as ordered by the supreme court, 
but wil be brought to Nashville, Gover- 
nor Taylor having commuted his sentence 
to life imprisonment in the penitentiary.

BANKERS DISCUSS 
CURRENCY REFORM 


Atlanta Clearing House Association Calls 
a Convention. 


SOUTHERN BANKERS INVITED 


At a Special Meeting the Association | 


Takes Important Action. 


CONVENTION WILL BE HELO DECEMBER 15 


Resolution Unanimously 
Yesterday Urges the Bankers 
of the South To Attend. 


The Atlanta Clearing House Association 
has unanimously invited the bankers of 
in At- 
lanta December 15th to organize for un ted 


the south to meet in convention 


effort for currency reform. 

This important acflon was taken yester- 
day afternoon at a special meeting of the 
association and this morning an invitation 
will be mailed to every southern banker 
urging that he be present and participate 
in the convention which has been called. 

Cashier DeSaussure, of the Exchange 
bank, stated that the object of the meat- 
ing was to consider the advisability of 


calling a convention for the purpose of 
organizing the bankers of the south for 
currency reform. He then submitted the 
resolution above, which was adopted un7’nt- 
mously by the members of the association. 

The resolution is taken almost verbatim 
from the speech of Hon. Charies N. Fow- 
ler, delivered in congress last March, the 
views he!d by’ Mr. DeSaussure differing 
from those of Congressman Fowler only in 
slight detail. 

The resolution was adopted enthusias- 
tically and there was not a dissenting 
voice when the rote was called, The m-et- 
ing was thoroughly harmonious and every 
member of the association was present and 
pertcinated in the discussion. 

What the Resolution Provides For. 

The resolut-n will be the basis of the 
action of the pronosed convention and it 
makes provision for many changes in the 
banking husiness in the south. and the 
movement just begun may become inter- 
national before the end is reached. The 
members of the association are of the 
opinion that banks should be taken out o* 
politics and that they should be conducted 
absolutely upon business lines for business 
purposes. : 

It means that the bank officers shall b2 
bankers and not politicians and that it is 
more desirable to have a banker for [ts 
president than a’ statesman. #t means &

south, the resolution calls for the demon- 
stration to other nations that the credit 
of the United States is as great as that of 
any country under the sun. When this de- 
monstration is made the fortunes of finan- 
ciers will seek southern investments and the 


good result of the reformation asked for 


will be seen. 
To Prevent Panics and Famines. 

But the resolution contemplates greater 
reforms. It reaches out far and wide and 
asks that such changes will be made in 
the handling of money and the reduction 
of the various kinds of ,:qoney so as to 
prevent panics and famines and give low- 
er rates of interest at the same time. 

The resolution says that interest should 
not only be lower, but it should be equal- 
ized. If this interest can be lowered and 
equalized, it will mean that producers will 
be enabied to hold their produce, manu- 
facturers their products and mines their 
ore until a favorable opportunity should 
arise for a profitabie market. Lower in- 
terest is asked for so that the farmer can 
hold his cotton for a paying price and the 
merchant his goods for a safe customer. 

The resolution calls attention to the fact 
that all banks should be made eqtal under 
any law of the United States providing for 
banks of issue. 

It is also proposed that the convention 
called for Atlanta send two delegates to 
Washington, who will co-opezate with all 
organizations now laboring to re-adjust 
our national finance and currency reform. 

The resolution is a ringing declaration of 
the credit and financial strength of the 
south and of southern banks and this con- 
vention is asked to demonstrate this fact 
by proper action. 

Inwitations Are Being Sent Out. 

After the unanimous adoption of the res- 
olution, a committee was selected by the 
ehairman to see that every southern bank 
and banker was invited to attend the con- 
vention. 

The committeemen appointed are G. R. 
DeSaussure, J. W. English, T. B. Neal, W. 
L. Peel and R. J. Lowry. The duty of the 
committee will also be to see that all the 
details of the convention are arranged for 
and will act as an executive committee. 

The committee will begin the discharge 
of its duties this morning and the invits-

banker in the south. There are several 
hundred strong banks and the invitations 
will be numerous.

“I regret that much misapprehension has 
arisen over the new law, owing to the very 
meager reports heretofore received concern- 
ing it. I must admit also that I have been 
astonished at the disposition in some quar- 
ters to criticise small technical features 
‘without looking at the broad, general char- 
acter of the new reform law. It is a meas- 
,Ure which will stand the closest scrutiny, 
and I am very desirous that the American 
people should look into it with care, study- 


‘ing it and comparing it with other consti- | 
tutional methods of governing colonies. Such 


Studies, I am suré, will fully vindicate the 
aw and commend.it to. the peeple. of this 
country, Outside of these irreconcilables who 
‘are always to be met with. One of the re- 
cent criticisms is that this plan of autono- 
my is the same as the old plan with some 
change of detail. As a matter of fact the 
new plan is a complete realizuiion of the 
policy and platforms of the autonomist par- 
ty during the last twenty years. The old 
pian of autonomy gave to Cuba an advisory 
body. it did not have final authority in 
mak.ng laws, but merely advised a parlia- 
mentary body of full lawmaking power. 
The completeness of this legislative power 
is as great, if not greater, than that enjoyed 
by Canada or by any state of the United 
States compared with Canada. 

“This is readily demonstrated by compar- 
ing the plan of the new law with that of 
the Br.tish North American act of 1367, 
which establishes the present parliamentary 
system of Canada. According fo the Cana- 
dian law, the Canadian parliament consists 
of two bodies. The upper house is made up 
of members appointed by the crown, each 
member hokiing a life tenure, w.th a quali- 
fication that no member is eligible unless he 
has an income of $4,000. The provision for 
the mew Cuban upper house is along the 
Sime general line, but is far less stringent. 
‘Instead of the crown appo.nting all of the 
upper house, as in the case of Canada, the 
Spanish crown is to appoint only one half 
tne members of the upper house of Cuba. 
‘Qne other naif are to be elected by the 
people of Cuba every five years. There is 
@ $4,000 property qualification for member- 
ship of the upper house of Cuba, which is 
the same as tbat in Canada. fhe same com- 
parison hoids good between the prop@sed 
s0wer house in Cuba and the lower house 
in Canada. There is a $2,500 property qual- 
jncation for members of the lower house in 
Canada and aiso a quaiification as to those 
who may vote for such members. Kut in 
«ne new plan for Cuba there is no pruperty 
quaiitication as to the eicctors. it is one 
uA, one vole, the same be hie black or 
white. 

“air the new home rule law is compared 
with the systems prevailing in the several 
states of the United States, it will be found 
that Cuba is to have a far greater measure 
of control of her own affairs than do the 
several states of this country. For in- 
stance, she is given control of her postal 
ajiairs, control of her banking and curren- 
«cy, control of her customs. This last feat- 
ure is the most important and according 
to dispatches I have received from Medrid 
it is as foliows: 


His Advices from Madrid. 

“‘*The insular parliament will form its 
own tariff, tixing both import and export 
auties. ‘the nome goveluament, togecner 
with the insular government will make a 
schedule of such peninsuiar and insular 
products as by common agreement Ssnall 
enjoy a preferential duty over similar for- 
‘eign products, which in no case shall ex- 
ceed % per cent. in case of disagreement 
in the preparation of said schedule tne 
point in dispute shall be submitted to a 
«committee of members of the cortes, con- 
sisting of an equal number of peninsulars 
and Cubans.’ 

“It will be observed that this gives to 
the Cuban parliament entire control of the 
tariff, with the condition that there shall 
be preferential duties for Spain not.ex- 
“ceeding 35 per cent. It should ‘be under- 
stood that these preferential duties are not 
an unusual feature. Even under the last 
reciprocity treaty between the United 
States and Cuba, which is conceded to 
have been the most satisfactory reciproc- 
ity treaty made by the United States, there 
was a preferential duty of 50 per cent to 
Spain. Under the new law this is cut down 
to 35 per cent. Moreover, it should be un- 
,derstood the preferential duties do not cov- 
jer all the tariff schedules, as they aid 
‘when the United States and Canada had 
a reciprocity treaty, but cover only a lim- 
ited number of articles. These articles 
doubtless will be so chosen as not to affect 
the trade between the United States and 
Cuba, so that while Spain enjoys the pref- 


~ erence from her colony, it will not be a 


preference as against the United States.” 


_ When it was suggested to the minister, 
‘that among certain ciasses no ‘plan of

principle in the constitutional government 
of colontes. 

“That honest investigation of the new 
law will show its broad scopo and liberal 
provisions is-shown by a dispatch I have 
just received from a friend at Madrid,” 
continued the minister. ‘“‘He slates that 
Mr. Giberga has a statement in The J.ib- 
eral strongly approving the new law.

“THR GERMAN BLUFF 


Demands Made by Emperor William Will 
Not Be Granted. 


THE MINISTER ASKS TOO MUCH 


Oriental Emperor Will Make Repara- 
tion for Murder of Missionaries. 


WILL ALSO RESTORE MISSION PRAPERTY 


Government at Pekin Will Trust to 


Diplomacy To Settle Her 
Difficulties. 


Pekin, November 29.—Iinquiries made 
here in Chinese official circles confirm the 
Statements contained in dispatches from 
Shanghai giving the substance of de. 
mands made by Baron Von Heyking, the 
German minister to China, as a result of 
the murder recently of German missiona- 
ries and the destruction of German mis- 
sion property. 

Germany, through her minister, asks for 
the discovery and execution of the mur- 
derer of the missionaries Nies and Hennle, 
the punishment of the implicated officials, 
including the governor of the Shan Tung 
province, in which part of China the mis- 
sion was situated; the reconstruction of 
the missionary buildings; the payment of 
an idemnity of 600,000 taels to the relatives 
of the victims; the payment of a heavy in- 
demnity to cover the expenses of the Ger- 
man naval expedition and the maintenance 
of the German force at Kiao Chou bay; 
the railroad monopoly of the Shan Tung 
province, and the occupation of Kiao Chou 
bay as a German coaling station. 

CiHfina will refuse the demands of Ger- 
many, but will express willingness to make 
ample reparation for the murder of the 
missionaries and for the damage done to 
the mission property. 

Russia, it is understood, is not yet help- 
ing China, but the latter country has de- 
cided not to provoke hostilities and to 
trust to diplomacy for a settlement of the 
difficulties which have arisen in connection 
with the mission outrages. 
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WON’T BROOK INTERFERENCE. 


Germany Says United States Shall Not 
Intimidate Her. 
Berlin, November 29.—The Berliner Tage- 


blatt says it is reliably informed that the 
German government only wants monetary 
reparation from WHayti for the recent ar- 
rest and imprisonment of Herr Emile Lued- 
ers by the Haytian tribunals, but that it will 
not brook any interference in the matter 


on the part of the United States. 


FRANCE MAY GROW FRISKY. 


Treaty Between the United States and 

“* -°" Panis Causes ‘Trouble. 

Washington, November 29.—While our 
government has not been advised officially 
of the intention of the Freneh govern 
ment to denounce the treaty of trade ana 
commerce which has existed between the 
United States and Tunis for a century, 
some action in that direction is looked for 
in view of the fact that the subject for 
a long time has been under consideration 
by the state department and the French 
embassy. 

Thus far the negotiations have come to 
nothing, for our government has taken the 
position that there is no authority fn the 
French government in its present rela- 
tions to Tunis for denunciation of a treaty 
between the United States and Tunis di- 
rect. 

The French government has shown that 
every other nation that has had a similar 
treaty with Tunis has consented to its 
denunciation or termination, but our gov- 
ernment still stands firm in the assertion 
that only the parties to a treaty have 4 
right to terminate it, and that the ques- 
protectorate exercised by France over Tunis 
is not a relation sufficiently close to war: 
rant the former in denouncing the treaty or 
Tunis. 

There is very little at stake save the 
principle, inasmuch as when the treaiy 
dies the United States will still be on ah 
even footing: with other nations in its re- 
lations to Tunis, but it was proDably our 
insistence upon just such a principle thar 
obliged France to come out openly and an- 
nex Madagascar,

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"ALL ON BOARD 10s 


Gale That Swept the English Waters 
Caused Heavy Less of Life, 


MANY VESSELS ARE MISSING 


Scarcely a Town on the Coast Escaped 
the Storm Unhurt. 


NUMBERS OF BODES WASHED ASHORE 


Boats Are Unable To Navigate and 


Numbers Are Driven Ashore 
or Go Down. 


London, November 29.—The latest reports 
from various points along the coast show 
that the gale which swept English waters 
yesterday and last night and which had. 
not abated its fury up to noon today was 
one of the worst storms of recent years. 

in many places it was almost cyclonic in 
its violence and the jong list of disasters 
includes a large loss of life, many wrecks 
of large vessels and the loss of scores, ff 


not hundreds of smaller crafts with seri- | 


ous damage to property on shore at many 
important towns. In the north the wind 
Was accompanied by blinding snew and 
hail that hid tHe lights and immensely in- 
creased the difficulties of navigation. Many 
Ships are known to have foundered. in 
most cases, it is feared, with ali on board. 

Scarcely a town on the coast has e:« aped 
without more or less injury, falling wells 
and flying debris adding to the loss of Mfe. 

There have been rocket and lifeboat res- 
cues almost without number. Stories of 
thrilling escapes come from ali points, On 
the Norfolk coast, between Bacion and 
Happisburg, five vessels, as yet unidenti- 
fled. went down and the crews of ail 
perished. 

A number of bodies have béen washed 
ashore near Yarmouth. 

The Brig Rigby was wrecked off Hems- 
by. The coast guard service made des- 
perate efforts to save the crew and suc- 
ceeded in getting a line on board. A dyiag 
woman was ‘‘rocketed” in safely and then 
the brig capsized, all the rest of the saip’s 
company perishing. 

Foundered with All on Board. 


A large steam collier dasned upon Flam- 
borough Head, the famous promontory on 
the North Sea coast, floated off and then 
foundered with all on board. A stearner 
not yet identified was wrecked on Brid- 
lington Sands with her entire company. 

The last evening the ship Rose of Devon, 
Captain Davis, went on the rocks near 
Redruth, Cornwall, where she pounded all 
night long, her crew of twelve perishing. 
This morning the bodies of the captain 
and five seamen, all wearing life belts, 
were washed ashore. 

The British ship Larnica, Captain Bur- 
eess, was driven ashore near Fleetwood, 
at the entrance of :Moreto bay, about 
eighteen miles northwest of Preston. The 
crew were saved, but the position of the 
vessel is dangerous. 

Phenomenally high tides are reported in 
many localities. 


Fhe district near the mouth of the 


Thames has. suffered, several townships, 


being partly submerged. The Sheeness 
dock yard and the ‘Woolwich arsenal were 
inundated. At Secarboro, the fashionable 
watering place; the sea :wall was. washed 
away. At Yarmoyth, Lowestow and, other 


cOast towns of Norfolk, the esplanades were 


flooded. At Liverpool the wind blew off 
the roofs.of several houses, threw down 
chimneys and tore up trees. The Mersey 
flooded its.banks on the Chester side and 
deluged the’ shore district for miles. 

Many disasters occurred at Holyhead, 
where a number of valuable yachts were 
sunk at their moorings. Scarcely a vestige 
remains in sight of the wreck of Lord Nel- 
son’s old flagship, the Foudroyant. There 
is a great deal of wreckage near the Good- 
win sands. 

The scenes at such popular resorts a3 
Yarmouth and Lowestow were of great 
grandeur, but the damage done wus enor- 
mous. Trememdous seas still invade the 
gardens of the hotels and _ residences. 
wrecking the parades and buildings, while 
much debris is floating about. 


Great Damage Was Done. 


Immense damage has been done to the 
government property at the Sheerness dock 
yard and the Woolwich agsenal. Seven 
thousand troops were hurriedl¥ ordered out 
today to remove thousands of pounds’ worth 
of ammunition.and stores from the wharves 
and sheds to places of safcty. 


The tide continued to rise and invaded |, 


almost all the workshops, quenched the 
engine fires and stopped the electric lights, 
The workmen were obliged to go home, 
wading knee deep. Despite all the precau- 
tions, damage to the amount of many thou- 
sands of pounds has been done. 

At Sheerness and Queensboro, two miles 
away, hundreds of acres have been sub- 
merged, scvres of ceilars flooded and 200 
yards of the Sheerness pier have been swept 
away. 

The boom of distress from Goodwin sands 
has been almost continuous. Below London

Six vessels were wrecked between Yar- 
mouth and Bastcn, only a few miles apart 
from the Norfolk coast, and twenty-five 
lives lost. The brig Verara stranded at 
Bacton. The storm tore out her masts and 
when the rocket line was fired the crew 
was unable to haul it in. Finelly the line 
Gragged them into the surf, and three out 
of seven were drowned. 

Rochester and Strood, on the Medway, 
about thirty miles southeast of London, 
have suffered severely. At Rochester the gas 
works are flooded, and the town is in dark- 
ness. 

The gale is now traveling southward and 
traversing various parts of the continent 
Very rough weather is reported along the 
rorth coast of France. 

Steamers in the Storm. 

The British steamer Esparto foundered off 
Royal Sovereign ligh‘ship, in the English 
channel, between Dungeness and Beachy 
head, yesterday morning, after having been 
in collision with the French steamer Noel. 
The latter was beached at Dungeness in @ 
sinking condition. No lives were lost. 

The British steamer, Mount Hebron, 
Captain Sutherland, which arrived at 
Bremen November 22d from Savannah, en- 
countered tempestuous weather, during 
which her decks were swept continuously 
by heavy seas and strained; the engine 
room was flooded and the ballast tanks 
began to leak. 

An unknown vessel has been wrecked on 
Boulmer rocks at Berwych-on-Tweed. All 
her crew were drowned. 


SPIKE SULLIVAN WINS A TURN. 


Twe American Boxers Appear Before 
English Crowds. 

London, November 29.—At the Nationa 
Sporting Club today ‘Spike’ Sullivan, the 
American boxer, defeated Jimmy Curran, 
the Englishman, on points, in a twenty- 
round go. 

Later in the evening Ben Jordan, the 
featherweight, defeated Tommy White, 01 
Chicago, in a protracted fight of nineteen 
rounds. ) 

Sullivan and Curran clashed at 135 pounds 
for a purse of £400 ($2,000) and a substan- 
tial side bet. 

Jordan and White met at 1% pounds for a 
purse of £700 ($3,500) and a side bet of 
something more than £200 pounds ($1,000). 
This was White’s first appearance in Eng- 
land. 

The betting favored White in the White- 
Jordan contest. He is taller than his op- 
ponent and appeared to be cleverer, Scor- 
ing more rapidly in the early rounds. Jor- 
dan, however, never wasted a blow, and 
always left the marks of his handiwork. He 
did plenty of execution with both hands, 
and at close quarters he weakened White, 
who was much distressed in the nineteenth 
round when White’s second, Barry, gave 
in for him.

WILL RESIGN IF NECESSARY 


He Says He Is Anxious To Subserve 
the People’s Wish. . 


COMMISSIONER BROWN RECITES THE LAW 


Chairman Adair Says Commissioner 
Palmer’s Proposition Is Puerile 


and Insincere. 


I do believe Mr. Palmer is working 
unconsciously in the interest of some 
of the shrewdest manipulators that 
ever had lots to sell to the city upon 
which to erect a city hall.

/ The three county commissioners who 
have fostered the courthouse deal and have 
urged that some relief be given the county 
officials whose offices are located in the 
present building, thus come back at Com- 
missioner Palmer’s spirited proposition, 
which brought a climax in the board wran- 
gle last week. 

Commissioner Spalding says he is ready 

at any time to allow the people to decide 
the issue, but that so far Mr. Palmer has 
not made this possible. Commissioner 
Spalding thinks that the proposition to re- 
sign would not have any effect upon the 
true situation and would in no wise decide 
the real question at issue. 
Commissioner Spalding was in Augusta 
Friday and Saturday of last week, when 
Mr. Palmer’s proposition was made 
through the newspapers. Since his return 
he has been looking over the situation and 
yesterday he answered a number of ques- 
tions that have an interesting beuring up- 
on the discussion which has arisen over the 
courthouse problem. 

It may add some iriterest to Mr, Spald- 
ing’s statement to say in advance that his 
fear that Mr. Palmer has been misquoted 
is ungrounded, as the proposition of Mr. 
Palmer was written in full by that gen- 
tleman and furnished to the press. 

What Mr. Spalding Says. 


"IT didn’t know anything about this al- 
leged proposition by Mr,-Palmer till Satur- 
day night,” said Mr. Spalding. “I expect- 
ed upon reaching my office this morning to 
fin? some formal], binding proposition fram 
him on this subject, but am disappointed, 
as none has been received here or at the 
commissioners’ office. 

“In the absence of this, IT am forced to 
think that Mr. Palmer has been fearfully 
misquoted by the papers. He is too gvod a 
lawyer, and too well informed as to the 
true situation to ever undertake te work 
such a transparent bluff. 

“You see, for instance, if he and I were 
to both resign now and seek election to fill 
the vacancy thus caused, both of us might 
be elected without in anywise passing 
upon the question of the merits of the 
trade.

“Tf he wants really to test his constitu- 
ency, I would remind him that the usual 
and customary way is to resign himself, 
announce for re-election and invite opposi- 
tion, This would bring on the issue of two 
men running for one vacancy.

“Mr. Palmer knows all this, and hence I 
say again he must have been misquoted, 

“T am perfectly confident of how the 
majority of voters stand on the question, 
and do not wish anything I say to convey 
the idea that I am not anxious to have 
them pass upon the question squarely, and 
demonstrate how this majority does stand. 
I will do anything lawful! that will result 
in giving the’ voters a chance ta do this. 

What About Increasing Taxes. 

“In the first place, the county has not 
increased taxes. The increase this year is 
made alone by the state. 
is exactly what it was last year. We are 
hot responsible for what the state does, we 
cannot control that at all. 

“But I am glad you asked that question, 
as I can show that what Mr. Palmer js 
trying to do will result directly in a heavy 
increase of taxes next year, and that what 
the other four commissioners are trying 
to do would result in a great reduction in 
taxes next year. 

“The courthouse will cost $250,000, of which 
$100,000 has already been provided by this 
year’s levy. If we get the $150,000 under 
the trade with the city, which Mr. Palmer 
is trying to break up, we will not have to 
levy any tax at all next year for courthouse 
purposes, and could therefore materially 
reduce the tax rate. If Mr. Palmer suc- 
ceeds in breaking up this trade, which the 
other four members of the board favor, 
then we will have to increase the taxes 
next year so as to raise the $15,000 which 
we would otherwise get from the city. 

‘The man who thinks we do not need a 
new courthouse is so far out of line that 
there is no room for discussion with him. 
I am unwilling to sit as a commissioner 
under oath and not move in the matter, 
just like I was on the jail question. Those 
who have not investigated it and who are 
not sworn to discharge a duty in the mat- 
ter may see it differently. No public of- 
ficial familiar with the facts will say the 
necessity does not exist. 

Talks About the Issue of Bonds. 

“It is impossible to get enough voters 
to vote in any election to authorize an 
issue of bonds. We tried that a number of 
times on the jail.

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United States Supreme Court Decides a 
_ Case from Kentucky. 


SAYS GAMBLING IS BETTER 


Declares Legislature of Each State Can 
Regulate Its Gambling. 


RIGHTS CEASE WITH REVOCATION OF GRANT 


Harlan Hands Down Opinion in the 
Appeal from Kentucky Courts 
by Douglass. 


Washington, November 29.—Justice Har- 
lan handed down the opinion of the United 
States supreme court today in the case 
of J. J. Douglas, plaintiff in error, vs. the 
commonwealth of Kentucky, holding the 
franchise of the Frankfort lottery to be 
invalid. 

The case was brought to this court by 
Douglas on allegations of error in the 
decision of the Kentucky court of appeais, 
which was adverse to him. 

In rendering his opinion Justice Harlan 
quoted the provision of the Kentucky con- 
Stitution of 189, revoking all lottery char- 
fters weretofore, granted and forbidding 
the existence of lotteries in the state. He 
considered. at some length the contention 
of Douglas that the revocation of his char- 
ter worked the revocation of a contract 
in violation of the constitution of the 
United States prohibiting amy state from 
passing a law impairing contract. 

“Tf.” he said, ‘‘this interpretation of the 
federal constitution be correct, it will fol- 
low that the provision in the constitution 
or statutes of Kentucky forbidding lotter- 
jes and gift enterprises in that common- 
wealth and revoking all lottery privileges 
or charters thereto granted, are null and 
void, as to the defendant. This necessarily 
results from the declaration that the con- 
stitution of the United States is the su- 
preme law of the land, anything in the 
constitution or laws of any state notwith- 
etanding.”’ 

He continued by quoting a former opinion 
of the court to the effect that “‘the common 
forms of gambling were comparatively in- 
nocuous when placed in contrast with the 
witlespread pestilence of lotteries.’’ To 
this he added: 

“Is a state forbidden by the supreme 
law of the land from protecting its peuple 
at all times from practices attended by 
such ruinous results? Can the legislature 
of a state contract away its power to es- 
tablish such regulations as are reasonably 
necessary from time to time to protect 
the public morals against the acknowi- 
edged evils of lotteries?’ 

In conclusion, it was held: 

“A lottery grant is not in any sense a 
contract within the meaning of the con- 
stitution, but is simply a gratuity and li- 
cense, which the state, under its police 
powers and for the protection of the pub- 
lic morals, May at any time revoKe and 
forbid the further conduct of the lottery; 
and that no right acquired during the iife 
of the grant on the faith or by agreement 
with the grantee can be exercised after the 
revocation of the grant and the prohibition 
of the lottery, if its exercise involves a con- 
tinuance of such lottery.”

cross Baptist church, to officiate at an 
alleged marriage. 

The fiend said he was M. Chauncey, at 
Patterson, Ga., six miles east of Black- 
shear, claimed that he was to be married 
Sunday, November 28th, at 3 o'clock in the 
Baptist church at Patterson, and wanted 
Mr. Scruggs to officiate. The preacher re- 
plied that he would like to do so if some 
arrangement could be made for the pulpit 
here to be filled Sunday.

WITNESS STAND 


Barber Declares That Mrs, Nack Killed 


the Bath Rubber. 
HE TELLS HOW IT WAS DONE 


Prisoner Says His Whole Object Was 
To Protect the Woman. 


MAKES FAVORABLE IMPRESSION ON CROWD 


Describes How the Body Was Chopped 
Up and Disposei of, Same as 
Mrs. Nack Did. 


New York, November 29.—The trial of 
Martin Thorn for the murder of Gulden- 
suppe was closed tonight, So far as the 
taking of evidence was concerned. T0- 
morrow morning the lawyers for the de- 
fendant and the people will sum up and it 
is expected that Justice Maddox will charge 
the jury early in the afternoon. Mr. Howe 
will begin his final appeal in Thorn’s be- 
half at half-past © o’clock and he expect; 
to conclude before noon. 

District Attorney Youngs will then have 
his say for the prosecution and he expects 
to finish within two hours. It is not ex- 
pected that the charge of Justice Maddox 
will be very lengthy, so that by 3 o’c‘ock in 
the afternoon the case may be with the 
jury. 

Opinions both lay and legal differ very 
materially as to the probable result. Meny 
look for a conviction, but a greater numer 
anticipate a disagreement. A few of 
Thorn’s former employers were called by 
the defense today and they all gave tie 
accused barber an excellent character 
dating back some ten years. Thorn h m- 
self was the ony other witness called for 
the defense. From the moment he was led 
to the witness chair until he left it some 
hours later the prisoner conducted h'ms If 
in a cool and impressive mahner. H's 
statements in reply to general quest‘ons 
and his answers in the direct and cross- 
examinations were delivered in a modest 
tone of voice which could be heard dis- 
tinctly by all in the courtroom. At times 
his voice would drop so that he could not 
be heard a few feet away, but Mr. Howe 
reminded the witness at those times that 
he should speak louder and those ad- 
monitions always had the desired effect. 

Thorn, in his story of the murder, de- 
liberately accused Mrs. Nack of having 
shot Guldensuppe and declared that when 
he (Thorn) reached the Woodside cottage 
between 11 and 12 o’clock on Friday, June 
25th, the woman met him at the door and 
told him that Guldensuppe was lying dead 
upstairs and that she had shot and killed 
him. This, said Thorn, was the first {nti- 
mation he had of the purpose for wa.ch 
Mrs. Nack had rented the Woodside ° cot- 
tage. Up to that moment he had under- 
stood she was going to start a baby tarm 
there and that he was to live with her anil 
share the profits. 

He described in detail how, after Mrs. 
Nack had begged him to help her get rid 
of the body, he accompanied her to the 
room on the second floor, where he found 
Guldensuppe lying on his side, dead, from 
a bullet wound ‘in the right side of the 
head. Mrs. Nack told him that she had car- 
ried the revolver in her hand covered by 
a handkerchief and that as Guldensuppe 
was looking into a closet she shot him 
in the side of the head. Thorn then said 
he went out and bought two pounds of 
plaster of paris at Mrs. Nack’s direction 
and returned with it shortly afterwards. 
This was about noon. When he got back 
to where the body lay, Mrs. Nack was still 
there and he helped her undress the corpse. 
Between them they carried the body to 
the bath tub and Mrs. Nack cut it into 
five pieces. She first cut the head from 
the trunk with the aid of a knife and saw. 
Then she severed the trunk and boasted 
of her knowledge of anatomy while so do- 
ing. Then she severed the legs, using the 
knife and a saw. The knife looked like 
a butcher’s knif@. It was not a stiletto or 
dirk knife. Mrs. Nack, according to the 
witness, remained there all that day until 
4 o’clock in the afternoon, when she went 
out to get some fresh air, as it was very 
warm and sultry in the house. About 5 
o’clock she returned and then she, carry- 
ing a bundle containing the murdered 
man’s clothes and the pistol, saw and 
knife, and he, with the head in a parcel 
under his arm, left the house and took a 
trolley car to the Ninety-second street fer- 
ry to New York. From the rear of the 
boat he dropped the head into the East 
river and when they reached New York 
she went to her rooms on Ninth avenue and 
burned the clothes in a cooking stove. 

The next day the rest of the body was 
made up into three parcels and disposed of 
in the manner which Mrs. Nack stated at 
the last trial. 


Met After the Murder. 


Thorn told of his meetings with the wo- 
man after this and how Mrs, Nack had 
made preparations to go to Europe. Mrs. 
Nack met him on Wednesday night, June 
30th, and the following day he learned from 
the papers that she had been arrested. 

He explained his conversation with 
Gotha. He said that he had told Gotha that 
Mrs. Nack killed Guldensuppe and also told 
the barber how the body was cut up and 
disposed of. He told Gotha of his intention 
to give himself up to the police, but Gotha 
asked him to wait. He gave Gotha some 
pawn tickets and “made appointment to 
meet him the following night. Thorn kept 
the appointment and was arrested. 

During his conversations with Captain 
O’Brien Thorn said that he told the detec- 
tive some truths and some falsehoods. 

During the time he was giving this direct 
testimony Thorn looked direct at the jury. 
He spoke clearly and distinctly, although 
at times his voice dropped to a rather low 
tone. He used very good Engtish with only 
@ slight trace of a German accent. His di- 
rect examination lasted three-quarters of 
an hour, 

Surrogate Weller conducted the cross- ex- 
amination. In several ways he tried to get 
the prisoner-witness to write his name on 
a sheet of paper. Mr. Howe objected and 
ae? ee aa ag wrgiens: Maddox.

of the cottage Thorn was pone — 
tioned. He said there were five or six 
keys together, but it was not shown 
whether there was more than one for the 
street door. Thorn gave a false name and 
business to the proprietor of the cottage, 
he said, because Mrs. Nack did not want 
any one to know that he was living with 
her. Later on he said Mrs. Nack accom- 
panied him to the cottage the day he paid 
the rent. Thorn said that Mrs. Nack gave 
him the gold watch and cliain the day af- 
ter the killing. It had belonged to Gulden- 
suppe. Thorn could not say how Mrs. 
Nack got the ollcloth and other stuff to 
the cottage, when she only got the keys 
from him on the night of June 2th. She 
must have brought them with her when 
she brought Guldensuppe to the cottage 
that morning, June 25th. He never bought 
any cheesecloth and did not tell Gotha 
that he did. Mrs. Nack left the _cottage 
about 4 o'clock and came back an hour 
later. They then took two of the parcels 
gm them. 

Thorn agam acknowledged that he had 
ied to Captain O’Brien when, he sald he was 
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for rent of the Woodside cottage. After 
the arrest of Mrs. Nack he spent his days 
in New Jersey and only came to New York 
at night. He knew Constantine Keehn and 
worked with him for five weelis, but mever 
showed him a stiletto. He never had a 
stiletto or dagger. Keehn showed him a 
stiletto, but the witness never tried to buy 
it from him. He never talked of noiseless 
cartridges to Keehn. Thorn was asked re- 
garding a letter which was taken from 
him by Sheriff Doht. Thorn had tried to 
destroy the letter, but the ufficer rescued it, 


He Answers Frankly. 


In it he asked Mrs. Nack to testify as he 
told her and he would send her some word 
before the trial. 

“Then you were assisting in framing the 
defense?’ asked Mr. Weller. 

“Yes, certainly,” was Thorn’s reply. 

“And you were @oing all you could to 
cover up the crime?” 

“Yes, I did all I could,” said Thorn. 

Thorn said the reason he told Gotha 
that Mrs. Nack committed the murder 
was because he thought he could trust 
him as a friend. 

This finished the cross ‘examination. 

Mr. Howe began his redirect exam'na- 
tion by showing Thorn a telegram, pur- 
porting to be sent by Guldensuppe to Mrs, 
Nack on June 2th. It wus written in 
German, and translated, it read: 

“Please go to where I have worked and 
tell them I will not return, as 1 am go.ng 
traveling. A letter will follow. 

(Signed) “WILLIAM GULDENSUPPE.” 

Thorn said he wrote it at the request of 
Mrs. Nack. 

Mr. Howe tried to bring in part of the 
evidence of Mrs. Nack in the misirial in 
reference to her opening the door of the 
cottage the morning he brought Gulden- 
suppe there. 

At that time the woman swore she open- 
ed the door with a key which Thoru gave 
her the night before. 

The distr.ct attorney objected to Mr. 
Howe referring to the testimony of Mrs. 
Nack or using any of it before the jury. 
The court sustained the obiection. 

Would Die To Save Mrs. Nack. 

At this time Mr. Weller interrupted Mr. 
Howe by going back to the cross exam- 
ination, as the interpreter had come irto 
the court with typewritten coples of traprs- 
lations of two letters which Mrs. Nack 
wrote to Thorn and one written to her 
by Thorn while in the Queens county 
prison. These have been printed before. 
Mrs. Nack suggested that they get some- 
thing to end their lives with. ‘Thorn, in 
his letter, said he had a prescription, which: 
if it could be filled, would end his life. 
He did not wish to die; he wanted to 
see her free. 

“You were willing to die yourself 
save the woman?” asked Mr. Weller. 
“Yes, sir,’ sald the prisoner. “I 
her and was willing to die for her.’’ 
The prosecution seemed taken vy sur- 

prise by Thorn's statement. 

In this letter, which never reached Mrs. 
Nack, as it was captured b; the officers, 
Thorn said: “If there is no other way 
out of it, I will see to it that I shall only 
suffer and you will go free.” 

When Thorn left the stand the deferse 
rested. 

Mrs. Wallace was recalled and said she 
saw Mrs. Nack leaving the cottage about 
twenty minutes after she had gone in 
with the man in a tight suit. She saw 
Thorn about 12 o'clock enter the cottage. 

Three witnesses testified to seeing Mrs. 
Nack at her home on Ninth avenue, in 
this city, on the afternoon of June ‘5th. 

The prosecution did not put Mrs. Nack 
on the stand, and the court ruled against 
Mr. Howe’s statement to introduce the 
test'mony given by Mrs. Nack at the mis- 
trial. 

This closed the case for the people and 
the defense. The court adjourned until 
half-past 9 o’clock tomorrow moraz:ng.

HOUSE DECIDES 10 GO TO WORK 


‘Committee on Rules Instructed to Ob- 
ject to Further Dilatory Tactics. 
Night Sessions To Be Held. 

The Governor and Con- 
vict Question. 


The chamber of the house of representa- 
tives in the capitol yesterday was filled 
from wall to wall with one of the largest 
audiences that ever assembled there, and 
during nearly two hours of speech-making 
not a man or a woman left the place. This, 
is, perhaps, the sincerest compliment that 
can be paid to Secretary of Agriculture 
James Wilson and Dr. J. L. M. Curry, 
agent for the Peabody and state’ school 
funds, whe did all the talking. It shows, 
also, that they had something to talk 
about, for even the Georgia legislature is 
not disposed to listen to any eloquence 
except its own unless it is backed by what 
Representative Clements, of Gwinnett, 
refers to as “‘six y’ar old facts sto’d in th’ 
bar’l.’’ 

Secretary Wilson talked about agricul- 
ture and Dr. Curry talked about education, 
but each took the liberty of encroaching 
upon the other’s subjects. Mr. Wilson urged 
the higher education of the farmer, and 
said that a university training was as 
valuable to a man who tills the soil as it 
is to a man who practices law or who 
preaches the gospel. It had been intimated 
jn certain quarters that the secretary pro- 
posed to say a word or two in favor of the 
proposition to divorce the agricultural col- 
lege from the state university, and when 
he drifted into an exactly opposite line 
of argument the vast audience broke out 

_into the first real applause of the ses- 
 Blon, 

Wilson To Visit Athens. 
**"pr. Curry took the same view of the 


situation and while he did not touch di- | 


rectly upon the local university yesterday, 
he urged that intellectual and manual trin- 
ing should be taught together. He express- 
ed in forcible language his appreciation to 
the state’s giving aid to the denominational 
schools. The only agricultural colleges men 
tioned by either Mr. Wilson or Dr. Curry 
were thoze of Colorado and Wisconsin, 

which they complimented in the highest 
terms, and it is worth noting that both 
of these successful institutions are con- 
ducted in connection with the state univer- 
sities. Dr. Curry’s concluding remarks were 
directed to the common svnroois, and he 
made a wonderfully ‘eloquent plea for 
their perpetuation and preservation. 

After the speeches had been delivered and 
the two distinguished orators had been 
congratulated both collectively and indi- 
vVidually by their hearers, they were ex- 
tended an invitation to visit the university. 
They promptly accepted, and will go to 
Athens on their return from Tuskegee to- 
morrow. Secretary Wilson said he had 
heard of the good work Georgia was 
doing at her university, and he expressed 
plecsure at having the privilege of mak- 
ing a personal inspection. It is probable 
that he will be accompanied on his trip 
by several members of the legislature. 

House Gets a Move On. 

Aside from listening to Gecretary Wilson 
and Dr. Curry, the house transacted very lit- 
tle business. It decided, however, to begin 
work in earnest today, and passed unani- 
mously a resolution introduced by Repre- 
sentative Hall, of Coweta, instructing the 
ccmmittee on rules to object to further 
“unanimous consents” and to prevent the 
further displacing of special orders. At 
the afternoon session there was not a ma- 
jority present—as usual—and no work of 
any account could be done. The members 
corcluded, however, to begin the holding 
of night sessions tomorrow, and to continue 
them during the next sixteen days. It is 
believed that this will force the convict bill 
to a speedier issue. 

Speaking of the convict bill reminds one 
that there is a good deal of dispute in 
legislative and political circles at present 
&s8 to just what Governor Atkinson’s views 
are, and there has been a big demand for 
his message on the subject during the past 
week. The members want to put through 

"a Dill that they feel certain he will sign, 
-and his recommendations are becoming a 
matter of much interest, because it can no 
longer be doubted that he holds the whip

hand. His message is a very lengthy and 
exhaustive one, but that portion of it bear- 
ing directly upon the points in dispute is 


short. 
What the Governor Wants. 


Regarding the necessity of the present 
legislature’s .taking some positive and 
definite action, he says: 

“The general assembly, at its present 
Sess.on, is confronted with the duty of 
providing for the disposition of the inmates 
of our penitentiary after April 1, is¥9, at 
which time the existing lease wilil expire. 
This will be but three months after the 
adjournment of the general assembly, 
which will convene in October, 1898. If the 
State is to take charge of its own peniten- 
tiary, house, care tor, control and furnish 
employment for its convicts, three months 
will not give sufticient time to make the 
necessary preparation. On the other hand, 
if urder any plan they are to be housed in 
part, and only a part are to be worked for 
Others, this time would be too short either 


to arrange for employment or for quarters. - 


Should action be delayed until the session 
of 1£98, we would find the state utterly un- 
able to make adequate arrangements to 
either hire or work its convicts before the 
expiration of the lease, and if forced to 
have others enploy them, we would, in their 
disposal, bo entirely at the mercy of the 
present lessees, who alone would b* pre- 
rpabong to hovse or give employment to 
them.”’ 


His pledge to veto a re-enactment of the 
present lease system is expressed as fol- 
lows: 

“At the democratic state convention 
which nominated me for governor in 1896, 
I requested the committee on resolutions 
to embody in the platform, to be reported 
by it for adoption, a plank placing the 
party in opposition to the present lease 
system When the platform was read and 
adopted, containing not even a reference to 
this subject, I was uncertain whether or 
not it meant by this. silence that the con- 
vention contemplated a re-enactment of 
that system. If so, I knew that I would 
not make the race for governor. That I 
might not mislead any one upon this sub- 
ject, and give the convention an opportun- 
ity to disapprove of my address and name 
another candidate, I announced in my ad- 
dress to the convention that, if elected, 
and a bill was passed re-enacting the sys- 
tem, I would veto it. To this announce- 
ment I must adhere, because it is my 
pledge, made to the people, and because in 
my opinion now it is the proper position 
for the state to assume. Any penal sys- 
tem is fundamentally wrong and vicious 
which requires the state to part with the 
contro] of the convict, and gives him into 
the custody of private parties. I do not 
care to go further into a discussion of this 
system than to make this statement.”’ 


His Plan for Reform. 


The governor's convict reform plan, about 
which so much is being said. is given by 
him in his own words in the following, 
wheh is taken from his recent message: 

“EXvery person sentenced by the courts to 
penal servitude should remain in the cus- 
tody and control of the state, and owe 
obedience to none but officers of the state. 
lf private individuals receive the output 
of his work, they should pay the state a 
stipulated sum therefor without: having 
control of the convict. The entire power, 
subject to legislative restriction and direc- 
tion. to locate and prepare a penitentiary, 
build and equip the necessary prisons, hos- 
pitals and other houses, control, care for, 
work, make contracts for, the employment 
of convicts, and appoint all needed officers 
and employees, should be vested in three 
citizens to be known as the prison commis- 
sion. This commission should be appointed 
immediately upon the passage of the act, 
and at once proceed to select and purchase 
the land necessary to conduct the work of 
the penitentiary. Whether the land pur- 
chased is in one or more tracts, said com- 
mission should be directed to arrange sep- 
arate quarters for boys, men and women. 

“The equipment of the penitentiary, un- 
der the appropriation to be made by this 
general assembly, should only be sufficient 
to accommodate the boys, women, men not 
classed as able-bodied and such able-bodied 
men as may be needed to successfuly 
carry on the work in which they may be 
engaged by the prison commission. The 
labor of the other abje-bodied convicts 
should be hired out for a term of five years 
as hereafter stated. It would not be just 
to the taxpayers of the state to undertake 
now to make so large an outlay as would 
be necessary to care for, house and keep 
employed two thousand two hundred and 
twenty-four convicts. 

As to a Penitentiary. 

“The plan which I advocate contemplates 
and is capable of growing into a system 
in which the state ma.ntains upon its 
own premises all convicts. Yet th's vast 
power should not now be vested in the 

rison commission. The appropriation to 
~ made and the directions given the com- 
mission by you limit its power and author- 
ity. All income from the pen-tentiary con- 
victs not needed for sustenance should go 
into the state treasury, from whence it 
could not be taken without legislative au- 
thority. It would, therefore, be for the 
people of the state, speaking through their 
representatives in subsequent general as- 
sembiies, to decide whether to complete 
this plan or to rmit the able-bodied men 
to continue under the control and direc- 
tion of state officals to work for others, 
the state receiving quarterly stipulated 
hire for their labor. 

“If in future the system to which I 
look forward be completed and all con- 
victs cared for upon the state’s own prem- 
ises it must be a gradual growth. We 
should advance in this direction only as 
it becomes evident that they can be so 
employed in the central penitentiary as to 
rnake their labor profitabie. They should 
not be taken from remunerative employ- 
ment outside of the penitentiary, where 
they are humanely cared for, and placed at 
unremunerative work in a _ penitentiary 
where they are to become a burden upon 
the taxpayers. To what extent they are 
to be worked within walls at the expiration 
of the five years’ contracts is a question 
which the people can determine in the 1 gnt 
of the experience had during that time. 
Of one thing I am certain, and that is 
we shoukl not now place all within walis 
at the enormous cost which would be 
and run the risk of saddling 
taxpayers the heavy burden of 
paying the loss which might be incurred in 
this experiment.”’

TWO VERY ABLE ADDRESSES. 


A Large Audience Listens to the Wil- 
son and Curry Speeches. 

The house fortified itself against a use- 
less waste of time by using the first few 
moments of the morning session in pass- 
ing a resolution which provided that Chair- 
man Little, of the committee on rules, or 
any member of that committee, be in- 
structed to object to any displacement of 
the regular order of business. Mr. Hall, 
of Coweta. and Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, 
championed the resolution. They. said that 
the sole purpose of the resolution was to 
be sure that the regular order of business 
be pursued, and that the time of the house 
be not frittered away in granting unani- 
mous consent to displace regular orders. 
The resolution passed by. a large majority. 

Veterans Meet at the Capitol. 

Mr. Felder, of Fulton, offered a resolu- 
tion to extend to the Cofifederate Veterans’ 
Association a cordial invitation to Atlanta 
when the veterans meet in national reunion 
here next year; that the capitol building 
be offered to the veterans to be used for 
convention purposes. 

Mr. Branch, of Columbia, opposed the 
resolution on the ground that there was 
a law on the statute books which said that 
the capitol shall be used only by legislative 
or state bodies and political organizations. 
Mr. Branch said he was not opposed to 
the use of the capitol by the veterans, but 
that it would be wrong to extend an in- 
vitation which could not be filled, for the 


| 
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veterans would come here expecting the 
use of the building, and that the keeper of 
public buildings would be compelled, under 
the law, to refuse them the use of the 
building. Mr. Branch was willing to re- 
peal the existing law so that the veterans 
could meet in the capitol. 

The author said that the law on the 
statute books did not affect this invitation. 

The resolution was passed. It provides 
that a committee of two from the house 
and one in the senate to be present..at 
the vetrans’ convention and welcomé them 
to the capitol. 

Additional Fension Money Voted. 

Mr. Bialock’s bill to appropriate $40,000 
additional for confederate veterans’ pen- 
sions, which was killed Friday, was passed 
yesterday. There was no objection to the 
bill, as it simply voted money to make up 
a deficit in the pension appropriation. The 
vote was 9% ayes, and was unanimous. 

Lots of Time Wasted. 


The house, immediately after passing the 
resolution to prevent the waste of time, 
deliberately wasted nearly an hour in dis- 
cussing some little unimportant bill as to 
whether or not a man should hunt in a 
field with a fence around it or an open 
field. 

This weighty question proved of intense 
interest to the rural element of the legiz- 
lature. The merits of the bill were these: 
It provided that no man shall hunt in an 
open or inclosed field after being ordered 
by the owner not to hunt there. The bill 
came up on a motion to reconsider the ad- 
verse report of the committee. Many 
amendments were oifered, as some mem- 
bers wanted to hunt where there was no 
fence around the field. After a half hour 
of heated argument as to the merfits of 
stock law aind the effect of a rail fence 
on hunting, the hotise reconsidered the bill. 


Secretary Wilson and Dr. Curry. 


The hour of the addresses before the 
general assembly had now arrived and Dr. 
Curry and Secretary Wilson were escorted 
in by Governor Atkinson, attended by the 
senate in a body. 

In the absence of President Berner, of the 
senate, Speaker Jenkins presided over the 
joint session. He introduced Hon. James R. 
Wilson as the honorable member of the 
president's cabinet and the secretary of the 
United States department of agriculture. 


Mr. Wilson’s Speech. 


Mr. Wilson walked forward and spoke as 
follows: 

“It is a rad-lotter day in the life of any 
man when he is invited to speak to such a 
bedy as this. I am instructed by the presi- 
dent of the United States to make myself 
familiar with everything that can tend to 
improve the .gricultural interests of this 
country. I am a stranger here, but-that 
makes no difference. You have a geauti- 
ful commonwealth here, with diversified 
interests and with valuavle industries. I 
-need not speak to you of your manufac- 
turing interests, but I will address you 
upon lines of production. The history of 
all countries shows one fault. The tendency 
is always toward specialties. The people 
always lean toward one particular branch 
of agriculture. This is a new state com- 
paratively speaking, but the farmers here 
have all took up the production of cotton. 
The cotton plant has become the one lead- 
ing production. Now, I will not say one 
word here today that I would not say to 
any other legislature. If I was in my own 
state of Iowa, I would say to them that 
they were making too much of a specialty 
of cow feed. Now, last yea: this state 
produced 1,300,000 bales of cotton. This is 
a great deal. But I am glad to see one 
thing: You are growing toward the manu- 
facture of your own staple. The number 
of spindies is constantly on the increase. 
Another thing on which I can congratulate 
you people its this: The business failures 
here are smaller and less in number than 
almost anywhere else. This is an assurance 
that the south is working out its own 
destiny; that. you are prospering and grow- 
ing to be a great country. 

A Friend to the South. 


“I had rather see the south prosper than 
to see you passing around the hat for help. 
But the south is too proud to bez. You will 
make a great country. The way to attract 
good, moral and wealthy people here, all 
ts have to do is to point to what you are 

cing, to the great example 
as a state. Just Keep = inthis tae uel 
you will have prosperity, whether you have 
a democrat or not. Now. here is another 
great thing I notice about your state. The 
output of cotton seed is constantly grow- 
ing larger. Then, the cotton seed meal is 
a most valuable product. It supplies the 
nitrogeneous elements to the soll

your farmers to do. I understand that 
Georgia uses more commercial! fertilizers 
than any other state. This is wrong. Why, 
the New England states send here to 


Georgia and buy your cotton seed meal 
whichis the most valuable plant food 


known, with the exception of blood. Why 
send off this valuable fe-tilizer and then 
pay high prices for fertilizer? You should 
never send out anything that will take tre 
rich elements from the soil. All of this 
plant food should be kept in the state. 
Georgia should have a half-million dairy 
cows, and should export butter and cheese. 
There are other important matters to be 
considered. 

“There is no reason on earth why Georgia 
should not raise every ounce of sugar that 
is used in the state. My department is 
sending out large quantities of sugar beets, 
and the people of the south ought to take 
advantage of their fine climate to try this 
sugar industry. 

Touches on Agricultural School. 

“There is one question before you which 
is of vast importance to your state. While 
I have too much sense to meddie in local 
affairs I beg you and I implore you to pay 
some attention to the education of your ag- 
ricultural classes. This is a most important 
matter. I used to think that those great 
Georgians—Crisp, Hill, Stephens and others 
were the noblest and greatest men in con- 
gress, where I served with them, They 
were the product of Georgia. I believe the 
farmer’s boy should be trained to do some- 
thing that somebody wants done. He'll be 
able to speak the English language all 
right if he goes to Sunday school and to 
church, even if he knows very little about 


| Shakespeare. 


Gives Some Examples. 

Now in my department at Washington 
we work thousands of men, and we are 
constantly beseiged with applications, To 
illustrate the need of a broader education 
for the farmer’s boy I will tell you of one 
young man who applied to me a short time 
ago. He said that he had been raised on 
a farm and knew all about the work. I 
told him we had one vacancy, that of doc- 
tor of physics. He wanted to Know the 
duties and J told him that the man who 
filled. the place would have to know all 
about every kind of soil from coarse sand 
to the richest loam. He had been on a 
farm and had done practical farm work all 
of his life, but knew nothing of this kind 
of work. He asked mé if I had another 
vacancy and I told him that Colorado want- 
ea a biologist. He: da‘dn’t knuw a. single 
thing that could fit him for the duties of 
this position. The man from the farm had 
by this time begun to realize that he did 
not have that knowledge of agriculture 
which is so valuable and which is necessary 
to a thorough success. He studied awhile 
and then asked me: 

“ ‘Have you any other vacancy?’ 

“ *Yes, a college wants a man with a view 
to making him director of its station,’ I 
said. 

‘**All right, I was brought up on a farm 
and can do their work, I reckon,’ he an- 
sweréd. 

“Well, they want a dairyman, 

“*T have mitked cows and can chdrn,’ 
was his reply. 

Valuable Education. 

“But I soon saw that the young man 
didn’t know one thing about the acience 
of producing good butter and didn’t know 
what was necessary to the ripening of 
cheese, He was absolutely valueless except 
as a hand. 

“That is why I appeal to you to educate 
your children on branches that are valua- 
ble. It takes longer to find the root of a 
leguminous plant than the root of some of 
our English words. 

“And so I beg of you. gentlemen, to give 
attention to the education vi your young 
farmers. I am doing what I can in mv 
department to open up the gulf ports to 
the export of perishable products. Last 
year we sent our first good butter to Eu- 
rope. I'd like to open the ports so that you 
could silip your butter, cheese, eggs and 
other products to Europe, 

“It is not the intention of my department 
to meddle with state affairs. You are now 
competing with every state in tho 
union and I am doing ail in my power to 
better enable you to carry on this competi- 
tion. Gentlemen, I am a strangér here, but 
you have given me a. cordial hearing, for 
which I thank you.”’ 


Dr. Curry Speaks. 

Speaker Jenkins now introduced Dr. J. Lh 
M. Curry as being one of the ablest educa- 
tors of the country and as being above all 
a Géorgian. 

Dr. Curry thanked the audience for the 
warm welcome. He said that he was proud 
to speak to the Georgia legisiature. He 
spoke of a visit to the Girls’ Norma! school 
at Milledgeville and of the memories re- 
called by that visit to the old capital of 
the state. Dr. Curry said: 

“No state in the union has contributed 
more to tne jurisprudence and the great- 
ness of the land than Georgia. None of 
these great men’ were illiterate, but all of 
them were of well developed qualities. I 
am proud that of all the great men of 
Georgia, none of them signed their name 
witb a cross-mark. 1 don’t think there was 
evér a time when there was greater neéa 
for brave, broad and wise liegisiation. 1 

ve seen men I Knew to be personally 
brave, but who would shiver in tha legis- 
lative halis for fear that they would in- 
cur the displeasure of Jonn Jones or Tom 
Timber down /on Goose Gum creek or ’Pos- 
sum Trot. the legislature is not here to 
make laws that the people want, but to 
legislate laws that they ought to want. I 
come today to plead with you for law 
that is of universal concern, whichlies 
at the foundation of civilization and good 
government.

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CITIZENS WIN 
THEIR BG FIGHT 


Senate Committee Kills Bills Abol- 
shing Savannah Commissions 
ERAS HAD OLY OE VOT 


That Came. from Senator Walker, but 
Don't Mean a Minority Report 


CONTEST SETTLED FOR THIS SESSION 


But Mayor Meldrim Says That It Has 
but Just Begun, and That the 
Liberals Will Make a Fight 
To Control the Next 
Senator. 


The senate committee on corporations was 
in session all yesterday afternoon, but the 
only matter which came before it was the 
Savannah fight, involving the political 
supremacy of the two factions known as 
the Citizens’ and the Liberal Clubs. The 
Constitution has already told the history 
of this renmiarkable cOnflict, and nearly 
everybody in the state is familiar with it by 
this time. It came before the corporations 
committee on the several bills introduced 
in the house by Representative Meldrim, of 
Chatham, who is also mayor of Savannah, 
providing for the abolishing of the six 
boards of commissioners which now con- 
duct the several municipal departments of 
that city. All these bills were passed by 
the house practically without opposition. 

The two factions were represented by big 
delegations when the committee listened to 
argument on the bills last week, and a 
large number of prominent Savannah poli- 
ticilans on both sides have been inhabiting 
the corridors of the capitol ever since. The 
committee decided to postpone action until 
they had time to look Ynto the mass of 
papers and books and figures presented to 
them, and this gave the factional: leaders 
time to do a good deal of more or less 
effective lobbying. Attorney Walter G. 
Charlton represented the Liberal .Club at 
the hearing and Former United States Sen- 
ator Pope Barrow spoke for the Citizens. 
Each dumped upon the committee enough 
official documents and statistics to clog the 
congressional library. 

It thad become ah’ open secret by yester- 
day morning that the Citizens had the best 
of it, owing to the active fight made in 
their behalf by Senator Geiger in the upper 
house, and even the most sanguine of the 
Liberals had begun to lose heart. The com- 
mittee met at 3 o’clock ang there were pres- 
ent Senator Golightly, who is chairman, and 
Senators Starr, Van Buren, Walker of the 
eighteenth, Hudson and Brooke. Senator 
Thomson was the only absentee, but it is 
said that he would have voted with the 
majority had be been present. 

The members spent a tong time in look- 
ing over the mountain of official paper 
piled up for their consideration, and there 
was some purely informal discussion of 
the legal points involved. The very able 
addresses of Messrs. Charlton and Barrow 
were gone over, and the question of whether 
it was cheaper to run a municipal govern- 
ment by non-bounceable commissions or by 
heads of departments holding office at the 
pleasure of the mayor was debated at some 
iength. Finally a ballot was taken and 
Messrs. Starr, Van Buren, Hudson and 
Brooke voted to report the bills adversely. 
Senator Walker voted for a favorable ver- 
dict, but when the result was announced 
he said that he did not believe he would 
offer a minority report. He thought that it 
would be useless to keep up the fight in 
the face of such overwhelming odds. 

The representatives of the Citizens’ Club 
did a lot of whooping when they got the 
news, and most of them took the first train 
for Savannah. The Liberals took their de- 
feat quietly and philosophically. Mayor 
Meldrim, when approached on the subject 
by a Constitution reporter, said: 

“This may be the verdict of fhe committee 
on corporations of the senate, but it is by 
no means the decree registered by the votes 
of the good people of Savannah. Their will 
has been overturned, but I don’t believe that 
it will be overturned for very iong. This 
fight has just begun. We have twice won 
decisive victories at home on a 
clear-cut issue of commissioners 
or no commissions, and today’s action only 
delays the certaim fate of those who are 
profiting by the old system. Next time we 
wil have a senator who is a little more in 
touch with the people he is supposed to 
represent.”’ 

Senate Committee Meets. 

The senate committee on appropriations 
met at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 
appropriation of $300 go buy a portrait of 
Hon. Charles F. Crisp was unanimously 
adopted, as was also the appropriation of 
$5,000 to buy some 3,500 copies of “‘Georgia 
Forms and Practice,’ by J. H. Blount, Jr., 
of ‘Macon, for the use of the officers to 
whom the Code is furnished.

The Secretary of Agriculture Will See 
the University. 
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HE IS OFF TO ALABAMA STATE 


Will Witness Opening of Tuskegee 
School. 


WILL BE IN ATHENS ON THURSDAY 


Says That Agriculturg] Sentiment in 
the South Is on the Increase. 
Left eYsterday. 


Farmer Wilson, of McKinlcy’s cabinet, 
is going to make a trip to the University of 
Georgta. 

This decision was made yesterday morn- 
ing, and Thursday it is expected that the 
secretary of agriculture will arrive in 
Athens for the purpose of taking a peep 
at the state institution and incidentally 
looking into the uses to which the federal 
funds are put. 

It was expected yesterday morning by 
those who have been advocating the re- 
moval of the land scrip fund from the uni- 
versity, that an attack would be made by 
the secretary of agriculture upon those col- 
leges which were charged with misappro- 
priating the land scrip funds. In this, how- 
ever, they were sadly mistaken. Instead of 
making any special refereince to this fund 
or to its uses, the secretary spoKe upon 
the good of an agricultural education. It 
was his opinion that this conla be obtained 
in a scientific way without any great 
amount of practical] training. In other 
words, he thought that unless -specially 
desired by the student, the theoretical side 
of the agricultural question was enough. - 

This, in a measure, was an indorsement 
of the present policy of the university, and 
the friends of the institution were delighted 
at his expressions in this regard. The fact 
that the secretary has decided to make the 
trip to Athens is another evidence of his 
interest in the Georgia institution 

He left yesterday afternoon with Dr. J. 
L. M. Curry for Tuskegee, where he will 
be at the opening of the college. Thence 
he will go to Auburn, and will then make 
the trip to Athens. 

“TIT believe that there is growing sentiment 
in regard to agricultura] training in all 
the colleges,’”’ said the secretary yesterday 
afternoon. “I do not know just what the 
course is at the University of Georgia, but 
I suppose there js good training of a scien- 
tific nature there. 

“I am greatly interested in the condition 
here in the south. The people are beginning 
to appreciate more the scientific side of 
agriculture. 

“Yes, I intend to come back to Georgia, 
and will visit the university. I shall remain 
s¢veral days in Alabama.”’ 

Secretary Wilson will receive a cordial 
welcome from the members of the faculty 
and local trustees in Athens Thursday.

With this 
object lesson before his eyes, and with 
the victorious result of a campaign in 
which the democrats of Kentucky made 
an unequivocal fight for democratic prin- 
ciples still fresh in his mind, we won- 
der why Mr. Knott, if he really desires 
his panty to win, should object to an 
unequivocal declaration of democratic 
principles. If the party is to win, it 
must win as it won in Kentucky, and we 
venture to say that it will have the 
cordial support of such men as Mr. 
Knott who, while they cannot perhaps 
indorse every line of a democratic dec- 
laration, can at least feel that a demo- 
cratic system of government and a dem- 
ocratic administration of the laws are 
of more vital importance to the people 
than are the objections of an individual 
to certain platform declarations. 

Our friend says that “the south has 
a profound interest” in the tables anda 
comparisons which he is pleased to lay 
before us. But the south has a pro- 
founder interest in the essential facts of 
democracy, as well as a profounder in- 
terest in the conditions which make it 
absolutely necessary for the democratic 
party to stand united, representing, as 
it does, the public sentiment on ques- 
tions which affect the social order and 
well-being, but which are somewhat 
alien to purely party politics. There- 
fore, before looking about for “‘connec- 
tions,” the democratic party of the south 
must look to its own preservation. The 
rejection or the suppression of the na- 
tional platform would create consterna- 
tion and confusion in the democratic 
ranks in every southern state, give life 
and hope to decaying opposition to-~de- 
corcacy and confront the party with 
serious antagonism in every southern 
state, with the certainty that several 
would be lost to the party. 

The contest of last year, unequivocah 
and clearly defined, has made the par- 
ty in the south stronger than it ever 
has been, and it is stronger before the 
people everywhere as the popular vote 
shows. It redeemed Alabama from the 
list of doubtful states in which it had 
been placed by the policy of straddling 
platforms, and recalled to its ranks, by 
the declaration of last year, the mosf 
potent leader of the opposition, Mr. 
Kolb. And there were similar re- 
sults in other southern states. 

Mr. Knott will find few democrats to’ 
agree with him that the election of 
Cleveland in 1892 was a victory for the 
party. On the contrary, it was a vic- 
tory for the forces and the interests to 
which the democracy has been opposea 
from the foundation of the government. 
In the whole history of the country, dem- 
ocratic principles never suffered a more 
crushing and disastrous defeat than they 
did when Cleveland was elected in 1892. 
The people saw and understood this per- 
fectly, and the result was that when 
they got an opportunity’ they visited 
their indignation on the party by de- 
feating it. 

The trouble with Mr. Knott’s argu- 
ment is that he sees in the defeat of 
the party last year a rebuke to the Chi- 
cago platform, whereas it was a rebuke 
to Clevelandism. The people punished 
the party because it had made Cleve- 
landism possible; and unquestionably 
the party was responsible for that vi- 
tal mistake. If Cleveland, as president, 
had stood by the democratic majority in 
congress, instead of brow-beating and 
bull-dozing it, the party would have 
been overwhelmingly triumphant last 
year. 

So far as New York, New Jersey and 
other «states are concerned, the demo- 
cratic party not only wants them, but 
proposes to win them. It proposes to 
win them on broad democratic grounds, 
and not by methods of chicanery, in- 
trigue and deception. The people of 
those states cannot afford to re-indorse 
the kind of republicanism represented by 
McKinley. They will not vote for fur- 
ther depression, lower prices and star- 
vation wages. New York has just said 
so in terms that cannot be mistaken. 
In selecting its candidate for the state 
ticket, as well as for the mayoralty of 
the city, the party was careful to name 
only men who voted for Bryan and who 
had stood true to the party last year 
All others were given notice that they 
need not apply. 

The significance of this les in the 
fact that as no state convention met, 
and as the party had no opportunity to 
reaffirm the Chicago platform officially, 
it took pains to reaffirm it through the 
candidates selected. Judge Parker 
made known the fact that he was a plat- 
form democrat as scon as he was nom- 
inated. Mayor Van Wyck declared 
that he was for the platform heart and 
soul. Last year the New York state 
convention indorsed the Chicago plat- 
form. 

But, on the other hand, if it were 
possible, as the gold democrats seem to 
think, to obtain the vote of New York 
without wrecking the party in the south, 
we are not in the humor down here to 
commit political suicide. 

A hearty welcome is extended to such 
gold democrats as are willing to return 
to the party rather than give aid and 
comfort to the destructive influences of 
McKinleyism. But we cannot forego 
principles to give them entertainment. 
The party has taken its stand in be- 
half of the people and there it will 
abide, as in the old, days, when there 
were no confusing issues. To accom- 
plish this last year it had to overcome 
in every state and county the most pow- 
erful opposition that ever confronted it, 
this opposition coming from office-holda- 
ers who were paying their patronage 
obligations instead of working for par- 
ty success. It had their opposition in 
the primaries, and on election day at 
the polls, when word had gone out that 
all true office-holders must support Mc- 
Kinley.

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College Athletics. 

Several of the leading colleges and 
universities of the west are moving to- 
gether in the matier of bringing about 
reform in college athletics; and if the 
ideas which they seek to put into effect 
are universally adopted there can pos- 
sibly exist no rational excuse for op- 
posing college athletics, not even the 
much-talked-of game of football. 

Among the institutions which are in- 
terested in this “reform/ movement are 
the University. of Illinois, Perdue uni- 
versity, the University of Chicago, the 
Northwestern university, the Universi- 
ty of Minnesota, the University of Mich- 
igan and the University of Wisconsin. 
On Friday of last week accredited rep- 
rasentatives of these several institu- 
tions met in Chicago for the purpose 
of discussing thoroughly the matter of 
reform in college athletics; and the 
sound, practical wisdom evinced by the 
resolutions adopted at this conference 
cannot fail to meet with the approval of 
other institutions, nor to make itself 
felt upon the country at large. With 
respect to the game of football, which 
has been the subject of popular discus- 
sion for some time past, the conference 
adopted the following resolution, which 
seems to cover the ground perfectly: 

Resolved, That ‘the cunference unani- 
mously favor such a modification of the 
rules now governing footbali as will make 
the game less rough, and that to this end 
the chairman of this conference appin' 
a committee of three, of which he shall b> 
a member, to draft and report to the 
members of this conference before January 


1, 1898, such modification of the present 
rules as seems wise. 


As there is nothing in the game of 
football to merit condemnation when 
the rules which govern it are properly 
observed, it seems that the foregoing 
resolution is on the right line, and is 
calculated to redeem it from much of the 
present odium which attaches to it, 

Still another important resolution 
adopted by the conference relates to the 
period of time during which students 
may participate im™college athletics. Un- 
der the rules which obtain at present 
in western colleges this period covers 
the generous limit of six years; but the 
resolution adopted by the conference 
provides that the limit shall be reduced 
to four years, the idea being to preserve 
the amateur character of college ath- 
letics, and to carefully avoid profession- 
alism. On most of the teams of the 
country men are permitted to play for 
two or three years after leaving college 
but the resolution in question stronglv 
condemns this practice as not only tend- 
ing toward professionalism, but as de- 
moralizing in the highest degree. Stil) 
another practice which the resolution 
aims to defeat igs the one of allowing 
men who are not bona fide students to 
participate in athletic games. In this 
connection the resolution reads: 

No one’ shall participat~ in any inter- 
collegiate game or athletic sport unless he 
be a bona fide student doing full work in a 
regular or special course, as defined in the 
curriculum of his college, and no person 
who has participated as a college student 
in any intercollegiate game as a member 
of any other college team shall be permit- 
ted to participate in any game as a mem- 
ber of another college team until he has 
been a matricu'ant in such college under 
the above conditions for a period of one 
vear, or has obtained a college academic 
degree, and in the institutions represented 
at this conference preparatory students 
shall not be eligible to membership on the 
college team. 

Other matters of detail were discussed 
by the conference, but of these it is nof 
important to speak. Taking the action 
of the conference as a whole it is cer- 
tainly on the right line, and cannot be 
otherwise than productive oi good. Every 
one must admit the wisdom of giving 
every possible encouragement to vig- 
ous and wholesome  out-door_ sports 
especially in connection with the mental 
work which is carried on at our edu- 
cational institutions: for in no other way 
can the mind be developed except at the 
expense of the body. o 


The Agricultural Bulletins. 

The fast issue of The Effingham Coun- 
ty News contains the following para- 
graph: 

No bulletins are issued by the state agri- 
cultural department this month and it its 
probable that none will be published in De- 
cember. This is not the fault of Commis- 
sioner Nesbitt. Part of the appropria- 
tion for the maintenance ,of his depart- 
ment, some $1,800, we believe, was diverted 
from its original purposes to the placing 
and maintaining of a Georgia exhibit at 
the Tennessee exposition. An effort will 
be made to return this money to the de 
partment through the legislature. In the 
meantime the farmers throughout the state 
will miss this valuable information hereto- 
fore prepared monthly by Mr. Nesbitt and 
brought before them through the medium 
of the weekly newpapers. These bulletins 
have been very valuable and there should 
have been no such break in their publica- 
tion. No matter who the commissioner 
may be, such publications should continue. 

The Constitution sincerely hopes that 
the legislature will correct the error 
here complained of. The monthly bul- 
letins here alluded to are of great ad- 
vantage to the farmers of the state. 
keeping them abreast of the times, and 
stirring them up to greater effort. In 
order to make the department of agricul- 
ture effective, it is necessary to sustain 
it with the necessary funds. The money 
used to make Geourgia’s display at the 
Tennessee exposition should be refunded 
to the agricultural department without 
further delay. 


Khe Universality of the Hen Egg. 

What field of research is too insignifi- 
cant for the enterprising statisticlan to 
explore? 

This question is suggested by the al- 
most infinite array of figures which 
some clever genius in this line has mar- 
shaled out, showing the universal pop- 
ularity of the inconspicuous hen egg. 
As the statistician in question is a Ger- 
man, the figures which he cites apply to 
that empire alone, but from the light 
which they throw upon the subject gen- 
erally some idea may be obtained as 
to the hen egg’s popularity in other 
countries. Basing his calculations up- 


on the showing for 1896 the statisti-., 


cian figures out that 50,000,000 hens in 
Germany during that year laid not less 
than 3,500,000,000 eggs, but that even 
this enormous quantity was not suffi- 
cient to supply the national demand. 
Imports for that ‘year, in addition to 
the home product, aggregated 720,000,- 
000 eggs, purchased from: Russia, Au- 
stria-Hungary, Italy and Holland. Most 
countries are fortunate enough to pro- 
duce hen eggs in 


sufficient abundance 
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| of such products, and the fact that Ger 


many is obliged to import them must be 
accepted as cenclusive proof that she 
has exhausted every effort to satisfy her 
demand in the home market. 

On the basis of what Germany con- 
sumes annually, the statistician from 
whom we quote reasons that the world’s 
consumption of hen eggs must closely 
approximate the prodigious aggregation 
of 600,000,000,000 eggs annually! 


Is Great Britain To Stand Alone? 

One of the most interesting contribu- 
tions to the literature of the European 
situation at this time emanates from 
the pen of Dr, EB. J. Dillon, one of the 
leading public men of Great Britain. 

Dr. Dillon makes no attempt to ana- 
lyze the situation in detail, but under- 
takes to show the probable effect of 
existing combinations upon the future 
policy of the British empire, To quote 
from this article, Dr. Dillon says: 

To sum up, the new era is destined to be 
a period of European peace. A war be- 
tween the dual and the triple alliance is a 
contingency the improbability of which 
borders on the impossible. Russia having 
abandoned the defense of the gospel of 
monarchy by the grace of God in foreign 
countries; France having given up her 
echemes for the revision of the treaty of 
Frankfurt, and Austria-Hungary having 
come to an amicable understanding with 
the government of the czar, all the proba- 
ble causes of a European war have lost 
their force. But the result can hardly be 
contemplated with pleasure by the states- 
men who are responsible for the weal of 
the British empire. For if the one negative 
proposition in which the great powers of 
the continent are agreed be the paramount 
necessity of avoiding hostility among 
themselves, the one positive plan which 
they all cordially approve consists in the 
desirability of combining diplomatically 
against Great Britain. They have already 
tasted the fruits of these tactics and 
learned that they are highly enjoyable, 
and they are now determined to cultivate 
them on a larger scale and under more 
favorable conditions. To the complete suc- 
cess of this scheme a powerful navy of the 
three great powers—France, Russia and 
Germany—is needed. Hence the desire of 
Kaiser Wilhelm to in¢rease the German 
navy with the least possible delay. One of 
the most widely cireulated and carefully 
edited German weekly journals, touching 
upon this question, frankly says: ‘The 
one-sided command of the sea by England 
must be put an end to, and in its place a 
diplomatic equilibrium of interests estab- 
lished.’’ This is German and continenial 
policy in a nutshell. 

Our policy, if it is to be imperial, as dis- 
tinguished from insular and parochial, 
should consist in a strenuous effort to 
break up that combination by making a 
serious bid for the friendship of Russia, 
in a steady increase of our navy, in a new 
commercial policy based upon a retaliatory 
tariff system, and if possible, in an inter- 
British customs union. If these schemes 
turn out to be impracticable and our for- 
e‘gn office remains ineorrigible, we shall 
have to console ourselves with the refiec- 
— that it is impossible to fight against 
ate. 

Coming from such a distinguished 
commentator as Dr. Dillon, the forezo- 
ing expression of opinion can hardly fail 
to be of interest to thoughtful Americar 
readers.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


In commenting upon recent happenings 
in Europe, The Boston Globe observes that 
duelling seems to be growing popular again 
in Germany on aecount of the passive 
favor with which it’ is regarded by the 
young emperor. Says The Boston Globe: 

“There is rarely a week that some emi- 
nent army officer or man of rank dows not 
bite the dust of fatherland in a duel. The 
new German ambassador at Washington, 
Baron Von Holleben, igs said to have won 
his portfolio through having taken up 
his sword in defense of Emperor William. 
His head, neck and’ forehead are said to 
be a maze of scars, and his whole counten- 
ance scarified and carved in bewildering 
fashion as the result of twenty-one duels. 
On the other side of the water people read 
of our frontier knights of the knife and 
pistol with a sort of horror. The im- 
promptu dvellos of fronter men are re- 
garded as exhibitions of savagery, and the 
idea of sending such gersons to a fifth-rate 
foreign court would deemed an’ unpar- 
donable offense against decency. Yet the 
ren who, like Baron Von Holleben, has 
fought twenty-one triummphant duels and 
has been'second in thirty-five other ‘affairs,’ 
inflicting all manner of wounds, is deemed 
to be doing us a distinguished honor as am- 
bassador to Washington. Under monarchic 
standards, the man who has earned his 
scars by sending men to untimely graves 
or mutilating them for life in the name 
of ‘honor’ is not to be: mentioned in the 
same breath with American frontiermen 
handy with the pistol.

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DEFEAT OR. VICTORY IN 1900?

Organized parties fight to win; frag- 
ments of parties fight for mere glory. We 
have great respect for The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, but we do not understand its theory 
of political warfare as expressed in this 
paragraph:

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That is, by means of the Bryan pro- 
gramme the democratic party exchanged 
141 Cleveland votes in the electoral college 
for 23 Harrison and ‘20 Weaver votes, and 
of these states, with 43 votes, Kansas with 
its 10 votes has gone back to the republ.can 
party. 

These are considerations which will force 
themselves on the attention of the demo- 
cratic national convention of 199, and it 
cannot be that such an assembly will !g- 
nore the lesson of experience which such 
a comparison enforces. 

But aside from the democratic party, 
the south has a profound interest in this 
comparison. The Atlanta Constitution is 
the representative of the old south and of 
the new; of that “new south’’ born in 
peace from the ashes of the old south 
scattered at Appomattox. It has suffered 
long ahd it has endured much, For a full 
century under one great ieader after an- 
other from Jefferson -and Calhoun to Hill 
and Lamar, the south has been the in- 
veterate foe of governmental aggrandize- 
ment and the defender of personal freedom 
and local self-government. 3 

Now as we approach the contennia!l of 
the democratic party, is the south to turn 
its back on its old allles in the north; is 
it to abandon its old friends, change its 
political principles, its political prejudices, 
if you will, that it may again lead a for- 
lorn band of parentalists, called populists, 
again to inevitable defeat? 

We hope not. We think not. The Con- 
stitution is the exponent of a spirit of 
hope and confidence, but it must know that 
faith without means is vain. The south is 
still under the ban of public opinion, deny 
it as we may. There is even among our 
best friends in the north a distrust of our 
wisdom, our judgment and our self-re- 
straint. That should pe destroyed; that 
should be removed. We doubt not it wll 
be removed. The south is passionate a’ 
times, but it is thoughtful. It is poor, but 
not discouraged; cast down, but not for- 
saken. 

It has a future brighter than any chapter 
in its past; a political future, an industrial 
future of equality and independence. But 
we submit this question to the sober judg- 
ment of our Atlanta contemporary: [s it 
better for us to seek our allies from these 
states: 

CALIFORNIA, CONNECTICUT, DELA- 
WARE, ILLINOIS, INDIANA, KEN- 
TUCKY, MARYLAND, MICHIGAN, NEW 
JERSEY, NEW YORK, OHIO AND WIS- 
CONSIN ? 

Or from this list of western states that 
know nothing, and care iess, 
true principies of popular government: 

MONTANA, NEBRASKA, THE DA- 
KOTAS, WASHINGTON, WYOMING, 
COLORADO, IDAHO, KANSAS AND NE- 
VADA? 

The matter is more serious, as it seems 
to us, from the standpoint of the new 
south and the old; than ® is from the 
standpoint of a democrat’c partisan. The 
recent election gives us time for thought 
and for consideration. It proclaims a lively 
discontent among our old allies, with the 
domination of the republican party, but do 
not let us suppose for a moment that this 
vast central empire is ready to seek relief 
in the doctrines of extreme populism. It is

To accomplish 
this we must have better banking facill- 
ties. and no banks with special privileges. 
It appears to mé that the time is ripe for 
state banks to demand that they be placed 
on an equality with national banks, and 
that any privileges of issue which may 
be granted by congress to the national 
banks be also granted to the state banks. 
In a recent letter to me, a prominent dem- 
ocrat. of Georgia who advocates state 
banks of issue under state laws and upon 
the assets of the banks, very truly %ays: 
“Banks would then discharge the full meas- 
ure of their office, and every community 
would have the note circuJation necessary 
to do its business, because the circulation 
would be measured by its commercial as- 
sets. In other words, by the amount of its 
business.” This is a clear statement of 
what we need, and if we cannot get it 
under state law, then it would appear that 
our necessity is such as to make vs agree 
to get it under federal law. If the state 
banks of the south and west will unite 
and\systematically work for their rights, 
I believe that a measure can be passed 
greatly /to their advantage. To consider 
this question and to organize for this pur- 
pose I would suggest that a convention 
of the state banks of the south and west 
be held in Atlanta on December 10th or 
20th. Each state should send to Washing- 
ton at least two strong men, who thor- 
oughly understand the need of an elastic 
currency, to urge such measures as will 
bring relief. The time has come when the 
people should demand the abolishment 
of the present system which has retarded 
their progress and turned the profit of 
their labor to those who, by reason of this 
gystem,/ control the circulating medium 
needed for the commerce of the country. 
The Constitution has always declared itself 
the friend of the people. Will it not now 
join heart and soul into the fight against 
the perpetuation of a national banking 
system, which was created solely for the 
benefit of the government, and which it 
is proposed .to perpetuate in order that 
the bonds of the government may be fund- 
ed into bonds bearing a lower rate of in- 
terest? The scheme of today is as selfish 
as the one Chase conceived in order to 
carry the war debt. In the first case only 
the welfare of the government was thought 
of, and it is the same today. The interests 
of the people are to be again ignored, 
and they are to be asked to submit to a 
system which /will forever prevent them 
from having rculating medium meas- 
ured by their commercial assets and local 
requirements. Has not the deadly effect of 
the massing of the circulating medium 
in reserve cities been felt from ocean to 
ocean, and can it be denied that although 
the amount of circulating medium is suffi- 
cient, its character or quality is such as to 
make it wholly inadequate for our commer- 
cial requirements?

WILL SENTENCE BROOKS TODAY 


“Murderers of Merchant Hunt Must 
Die for Their Crime. 


KAY BE HANGED TOGETHER 


Reynolds’s Respite Expires Friday, 
but He May Ee Respited 
Again, 


Judge N. L. Hutchins will sentence Bud 

Brooks, one of the murderers of Mtrchant M. 
C. Hunt at Jefferson, tomorrow. ‘The juds4 
has not yet decided just what day he will 
select for the execution. 
* Brooks was very much surprised when 
told the supreme court had refused to grant 
him a new trial. He seems to think he 
has not been treated fairly, and that he 
should have a fair hearing before he is 
hanged. Brooks is doomed, however, un- 
less the governor interferes in his behalt. 

The respite of Grady Reynolds, Brooks's 
Partner in this dastardly deed, expires next 
Friday. It is probable that he will be 
respited again so that both men may be 
hanged at the same time. Reynolds takes 
his fate very philosophically, having made 
ho further appeal from the court’s decision 
that he must die for his crime. 

The murder of ‘Merchant Hunt about a 
year ago was one of the most heinous deeds 
ever committed in Georgia. Brooks ana 
Reynolds, two well-known farmers of this 
heigbborhood, enticed the merchant from 
his store, led him to a _ river near by, 
knocked him on the head with a gun, 
Tobbed him of a good sum of money, cut 
his body open, filled it with rocks ana 
Sank it into the river. 

Suspicious circumstances caused their ar- 
rest shortly afterwards, and they later 
confessed they were the murderers. It 
Will not be long. from present indications,

speaks for 


this state. I have some things to say 
and I want you to let me say them. Your 
main duty as legislators is to enlarge the 
worth and power of citizership. The chief 
factor of wealth and civglization is men. 

“The duty cf a state is to educate. Some 
people say it isn’t safe to educate the 
masses. I am not afraid of the masses. J 
had raither trust the masses than to 
trust kings, priests, aristocrac:es and 
churches. Some say that reform must 
come from above downwards. Reform has 
never come from churches downward and 
advapces have begun at the bottom and 
have gone upward. A _ legislature can 
brutalize a race and by adverse legislation 
you can predestinate the lives of the chil- 
dren of the future, Wealth is not in iron 
ore or marble or in soil. Wealth is in 
the brain that organizes. We ought to 
broaden our ideas of leg slation. We ought 
to educate more. Ignecrance brings waste, 
peverty and hard times. Oh, the losses 
that come from ignorance and idleness 
and drunkenness. Now, what kinds of 
schools do you want? 


Wants American Schools. 


“T want American schools. I went into 
a Boston school the other day. Twenty- 
four hundred children into one _ school, 
and every single one of them born in a 
foreign land or of foreign parents. I don’t 
believe in giving one cent of money fo a 
sectional or denominational school. I would 
have schools of technoiogy and I would 
introduce into every school of the state 
manual training and would teach the boys 
how to work. I would not give one cent 
of money to any institution under state 
control unless there was a correct audit 
of every cent appropriated. Now, indus- 
trial schools are not experiments. They 
are demonstrated successes. It’s the most 
wonderful th ng on earth, this multiplica- 
tion of manual training schools. Why, 
we ought to have these training schools 
in every public school of the state. We 
ought to teach those trades that underlie 
the everyday commerce and business of the 
country. I love Georgia. YT love the uni- 
versity at Athens. But when you go home 
and when you think of your honorable 
career here it will a censolation to you 
to reflect that you voted as one man to 
perpetuate and preserve the public schools 
of Georgia. 

“Now. one thing more. Take care of 
the teachers. Pay them well. Train them 
for the work and recoen'‘ze them as heing 
among the chief factors of your cliviliga- 
tion. I do not know that by the provi- 
cence of God I will ever he nermitted to 
speak before the Georgia legislature 321'n. 
hut T appreciate your attention more than 
a: ything else. Let me beg you in the nama 
ef hrmanity that you educate vour chil- 


dren."

Retailers Attack ‘Drug Store and 
Wholesale Dealers,

CAUSTIC. COMPLAINTS MADE 


Charged That Laws Are Violated by the 
Quart Dealers, 


ASKED §=10 PROTECT RETAILERS 


Colonel Moyers and Judge Dorsey, 
Think City Can Define Whole- 
saling at One Gallon—Com- 
mitte Hears the Com- 
plaints. 


The retail liquor dealers of Atlanta have 
fired the first gun in the battle to be waged 
on the drug store liquor dealers and the 
wholesale Hquor dealers, and other liquor 
dealers who are accused of violating the 
liquor laws. : 

The retail] men, forty strung and very de- 
termined, appeared before two council com- 
mittees in the city hall yesterday and made 
a vigorous plea for better protection of 
their business by the city. They told of 
the evils of existing regulations and peti- 
tioned for relief. | 

That the retail men have grievances is 
admitted by the police and ordinance com- 
mittees of the general council. To ascer- 
tain the cause and effect of the trouble 
the committees held a meeting to hear 
from the retail dealers, who have present- 
ed a petition setting forth in detail their 
complaints. A sub-committee was appoint- 
ed to devise ways and means to grant the 
relief sought by the retail dealers. 

And there is now trouble ahead for ths 
wholesale liquor dealers, the drug store 
liquor dealers and the blind tiger men. 
Restrictions may be put around the busi- 
ness of these dealers and the liquor regu- 
lations of the city may be changed a great 
deal. The primary object of the move- 
ment seems to be to stop. the indiscriminate 
sale of liquors at retail by ostensible 
wholesale dealers. The retail men assert 
that they are entitled to do the retail bus- 
iness exclusively and in this claim the 
joint committee, the city, attorney, the 
mayor and members of -the general council 
agree with them. } 

One of the principal points made by the 
retail men at the hearing yesterday was 
that the city of Atlanta has been empow- 
ered by the state legislature to regujate the 
liquor traffic in this city, both wholesale 
and retail, and that the city has the power 
to define what shall constitute the whole- 
sale business and what shall Gonstitute 
the retail business. In his remarks as at- 
torney for the Retail Liqtor Dealers’ As- 
sociation Colonel W. T. Moyers made this 
contention and he declared, in his opin- 
ion, the city possesses the authority to de- 
fine wholesaling as selling in quantities of 
over and not less than one gallon, under 
the liquor laws and charter enactments. 

Judge R. T. Dorsey, a member of the 
council from the second ward and one of 
the leading attorneys of the state, gave it 
as his opinion that Colonel Moyers is right 
in this contention. He thinks the charter 
provisions empower the city to regulate 
the liquor traffic in this city absolutely, 
and that the city has the authority to de- 
fine the difference between wholesale and 
retail liquor dealing. 

City Attorney Anderson was not quite 
so sure of this. He thinks the question is 
an open one. He says under the general 
regulations the city undoubtedly has the 
power to regulate the wholesale business 
so far as to fixing the places of sale, the 
issuing of license or refusal tO issue, to fix 
the license and to make other similar reg- 
ulations, but he is not clear that the city 
can fix the minimum quantity to be sold 
as wholesaling. He thinks the state laws 
fix this quantity at one quart. 

This is one of the main issues and the 
retail men want the city to define whole- 
ealing as selling liquor in quantities of not 
less than one gallon, according to the ex- 
isting city laws. If this is done it will stop 
mtch of the quart business of the drug 
stores and wholesale dealers. The wholesale 
men now do a great business under a 
county license. 

The joint committee was called to order 
by Alderman Hirsch, chairman of the po- 
lice committee. Chairman Howard, of the 
ordinarce committee, acted as secretary. 
Messrs. Camp, Dorsey, Adamson, Lumpkin, 
Thompson and Maddox, of the two com- 
mittees, were present. Mayor Collier and 
City Attorney Anderson, Chief of Detec- 
tives Slaughter and other officials were 
there also. Forty members of the Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association crowded into 
the committee room. They pay the city 
more than $40,000 annually in license fees 
and thirty other members of the associa- 
tion pay about $30,000 annually, which fact 
made them very strong petitioners. 

Colonel Moyers Opens on. 


Colonel Moyers was invited to review 


the petition of the retail dealers, which | 


has already been printed in full in The 
Constitution. He said: 

“The reta!l Nquor dealers of Atlanta pay 
@ very large sum of money into the city 
treasury every year for the exclusive privi- 
lege of doing the retail business. The Re- 
tail Liquor Dealers’ Association has about 


} seventy miembers and there are abou 


eighty retail dealers in the city. The ment- 
bers of this association pay an enormous 
fee for license and they are entitled to the 
protection of the city. We are not here 
to make any personal attack on. anybody. 
We have no intent to prosecute ‘violations 
of the law. We simply desire to bring cer- 


sale dealers pay only $200. This anne 
difference entitles the retail men to the 

exclusive right to retail liquors in this city 

and they ask your honorable body to s0 

regulate the business that the wholesalers 

will be prevented from retailing. 

“Every drop of IUquor sold unlawfully 
helps the wholesale dea ler. Every drop sold 
unlawfully injures the retail men, We 
have information, and it is a notorious 
fact, that there are many blind tigers run- 
ning in the city; liquor is sold unlawfully 
on Ivy street, on Decatur street, on Marier- 
ta street, and in the lewd houses of the 
city. The drug stores are doing an enor- 
mous business of selling liquors. They take 
out a license to sell by the quart at whole- 
sale rates. The retail saloons cannot be 
opened before 5 o’clock in the morning and 
must close at 10 o’clock at night. They 
must close on Christmas and other holi- 
days. The drug: stores never close. They 
are open all the time selling liquor to 
everybody who asks for it. Why, in a trial 
in the superior court a few days ago it 
was shown that one druggist bought at 
one time as much as twenty-three barrels 
of spirits from a wholesale liquor dealer. 
Spirits are used in making Lquors. This 
indicates the enormous business the drug 
Stores are doing in the liquor trade, 

. Bome Cases in Point. 

“Gentlemen, I have here a copy of The 
Constitution, which ‘contains an advertise- 
ment of a druggist, and one-half of a col- 
umn ig taken up in advertising his liquor; 
and it is sold as liquor and not as medicine. ° 
This same druggist is openly advertising 
to the world that he is violating the law. 
He adyertises one brand at so much pee 
quart and another at so much per full 
quart. The first is not a quart, and he is 
selling less than a quart, in violation of the 
laws. The druggists are selling liquors at 
all hours and at any quantities. The retail 
dealers have been advised to turn detec- 
tives and prosecute the violators. That 
is ‘their business. But even if they 
should do so, it seems that the laws cannot 
be enforced. There are now on the police 
books three cases of violation of the laws 
which have never been tried, and there 
have been cases made but never entered on 
the books. These,unlawful dealers have 
been convicted a? times, but they go on 
selling liquors regardless of the express 
provision of the law which says that a 
conviction works a revocation of license, 
and the convicted dealer shall never be 
granted another licénse. The detective de- 
partment is not able to cope with this 
illegal traffic. We ask yow to right the 
wrong and protect the retail dealers in their 
rights.’’ 

The discussion then took a general turn. 
Mayor Collier and members of the commit- 
tee asked Colonel Moyers and Judge An- 
derson questions, and the liquor laws were 
read and discussed. The definition of 
viholesale and retail dealing was talked of 
and the powers of the city were enlarged 
upon. 

Judge Dorsey got the committee out of 
the tangle by moving that the entire mat- 
ter be referred to a sub-committee consist- 
ing of Mayor Collier, Alderman Hirsch, 
Courcilman Howard, City Attorney Ander- 
son. On motion, Judge Dorsey was made 


a member of the committee. The commit- 
tee will devise a plan and submit the same 
to the joint committee one day this ‘week. 


City Law on Wholesaling. 

The charter amendments giving the city 
council power to regulate the wholesale 
liquor traffic, and on which Colonel Moyers 
bases his contention that one gallon is the 
minumum wholesale quantity, are as follows, 
and it will be on these sections that the 
retail men will rely in their war on the 


wholesalers: 
Wholesale Liquor Trade Regulated. 


“Sec. 285. Be it further enacted, ‘Chat the 
mayor and general council of sa.d city shall 
have the power and authority to reguiate 
the sale of liquors at wholesale in said city. 
Act of September 4, 1889, 

“Sec. 886. All persons, firms, corporations 
or companies desiring to engage in the sale 
of sp.rituous or inalt liquors at wholesale, 
in said city, shall make written applicat.on 
to the mayor and general council for such 
privilege, and the said mayor and general 
council may, in its discretion, grant or re- 
fuse such privilege, upon each application 
made; Provided, that no such privilege shall 
be granted to carry on such business at any 
place in said city. outside of the limits pre- 
scribed for the retail of ardent spirits. 

‘‘Sec. 887. Before any license shall issue 
as above set forth, the applicant shall pay 
to the city clerk the sum of $3, and the 
clerk’s fee of 50 cents, and shall make and 
subscribe before said clerk, on oath, that 
he will not, by himself or others, sell any 
spirituous or malt liquors in any quantity 
less than one gallon, nor permit any so 
sold to be divided or drank on the prem'ses 
where sold; nor sell, nor permit the same 
to be sold, in any quantity to a minor, or 
a person already intoxicated; and shall 
also give bond with security, to be ap- 
proved of by the clerk, in the sum of $2,000, 
conditioned faithfully to observe all state 
laws and city ordinances pertaining to the 
said business. 

“Sec. 888. Any person licensed as afore- 
said who shall sell any spirituous or malt 
liquors other than at wholesale, or who 
shall by any devise by himself, or his 
agents, subdivide the same or permit the 
game, or any part thereof, to be drank on 
the premises, on conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding $500, or 
imprisoned not exceeding thirty days, or 
both, in the discretion of the court, and 
such conviction shall work an immediate 
revocation of his license.’’

Weather Man Predicts the Coldest Spell 
of the Season. 


MAY GO DOWN TO FREEZING 


Winter Has Come at Last and Dis- 
agreeable Weather Is Expected.

ers weekly with much interest, and also 
the monthly letters and answers to in- 
quirers from Commissioner Nesbitt, as will 
as the bulletins issued from the experiment 
station by Colonel Redding. As a result 
he has gained much valuable information 
and put to practical test as an experiment, 
some of the suggestions made by different 
writers, and has met with gratifying suc- 
cess therefrom. 

This year he planted a ten-acre terraced 
hillside in cotton and cultivated same ac- 
cording to directions from the experiment 
Station, from which he has marketed ten 
bales of 400 pounds each at an average 
of 6 cents per pound, and sold 200 bushels 
of seed at 50 cents per bushel, receiving 
therefore about $00 from this ten-acre 
hillside. A few years ago this ficld was 
only a gullied, washed hillside, like those 
now on the opposite side of the river from 
it, which have been turned*:out and yield 
the owners nothing whatever, but Mr. Rusk 
went to work and terraced the land ac- 
cording to his own ideas and the result 
is stated above, When the fact is consid- 
ered that the ten acres were originally very 
rough and steep and that one-fourth of 
the lend is taken up in terraces, the yield 
is indeed marvelous and may appear to the 
thriftless, thoughtless farmer as exagger- 
ated, for, under the careless system in 
vogue in the state over an average of one 
bale of cotton to three acres of hillside 
land is considered gocd. But in this in- 
stance Mr. Rusk really got ten bales off of 
seven and a half acres of steep hillside. 

Mr. Rusk, hcwever, planted King’s im- 
proved cotton seed. which had been thor- 
oughly tested at the experiment staticn, 
where King’s and Jackson’s were run side 
by side. Mr. Rusk watched the experiment 
there and carefully read the reports raade 
On same, procured his seed from the sta- 
tion and determined to see what could 
be done with a crop on a ten-acre hillside. 
He is thoroughly satisfied with his exper- 
iment and will make still further experi- 
ments next year, as he is not only bene- 
fited in a financial way, but believes he 
is doing his neighbors and friends a favor 
by showing them what may be done. 

in preparing the land for his crop this 
year he made the terraces so that all the 
rain which fell would be retained on the 
land and not wash or break over and dam- 
age any land below. He then planted and 
cultivated the land under the direction of 
the experiment station, using exclusively 
stable manure and fertilizers made on the 
place by mixing acids, cotton seed meal 
and potash, The stable manure was put in 
the furrows and then listed upon. In the 
early spring this furrow or ridge was 
opened out and from 300 to 0 pounds of 
the home-made fertilizers put in per acre. 

The seed were then put in and in due 
time they germinated and came forth in a 
healthy stalk that grew and brought forth 
much fruit under the careful, intelligent 
cultivation of Mr. Rusk and his help. The 
cotton matured two weeks earlier than 
other crops in that locality, and the bolls 
were so large and staiks full that more of 
the staple ,could be picked in a day than 
of other vdrieties. The lint was better, too, 
than other cotton, brought a higher price 
and thé seed was s6éld at 50 cents per bush- 
el, while the seed from other neighboring 
crops sold at from 12 to 15 cents per bushel. 
Mr. Rusk, however, selected about twenty 
bushels of seed from the ten acres which 
he will use himself next year and they can- 
not be bought at $5 per bushel. Seed cotton 
is generally considered to do well when it 
yields one-third lint, but 1,080 pounds of 
Mr. Rusk’s crop netted him 400 pounds of 
lint, as the seed are very small and is easily 
Imnted, Mr. Rusk believes King’s improved 
cotton seed to be specially adapted to this 
section, and his experiments this year with 
this ten-acfre river bluff satisfies him that 
money can be made on cotton even at 5 
cents per pound. 

Mr. Rusk does not make a specialty of 
cotton, but his other crops, corn, wheat, 
oats, peas, etc., also show a corresponding 
yield and that he puts much thought, in- 
dustry and intelligent effort in the prep- 
aration of his lands, planting, harvesting, 
etc. He also has a large pen of hogs each 


year, and he is, doubtless, the only man in } 


Georgia who has a hog pen floored with 
brick and kept in a remarkably clean and 
odorless condition. He has ten fine, healthy 
porkers this year that will net him 3,000 
pounds of meat. ( 

Mr. Rusk has a neighbor who is also 
deeply interested {n improving his lands and 
the condition of the farmers by making 
tests and experiments with a view of get- 
ting the best results in the cultivation of 
any and all crops, and these two men, 
working togethér, comparing notes and ex- 
periments and ideas fer preparing land, 
planting, etc., have already been the means 
of benefiting themselves and others. This 
neighbor is James Isham Brown, and he 
and his crops also deserve special mention. 

Truly the man who makes two blades of 
grass grow where only one grew before’ is 
a benefactor of his race. 


JUDGE PARDEE LEAVES. 


The United States Ju+ge Goes To Hold 
Court in New Orleans. 


Judge Don A. Pardee, of the United States 
court of appeals, who has been in Atlanta 
holding court several weeks, returned to 
New Orleans Sunday afternoon.

It was a beautiful tribute pald to Mrs. 
Toulie M. Gordon by the Monroe Female 
college, of Forsyth, Ga., in electing her a 
member of the board of trustees of that 
institution. The honor is a peculiarly fitting 
and.appropriate one, by reason of Mrs. 
Gordon’s lefetime devotion to and love of 
the particular sort of work for the educa- 
tion of the poor girls of the state which is 
being promoted by this splendid school. 
The school has a co-operative feature by 
which Georgia girls of small means may 
derive all of the benefits of this good school 
by a minimum outlay of money. The ad- 
vantages of this school are within the 
reach of the poorest and is a sort of 
philanthropic work, aside from the other 
work of the institution, which fills a great 
want in Georgia. 

It was on Thanksgiving night, at a large 
meeting of the pupils, patrons and trustees 
of the school, that Mrs. Gordon was added 
to the board of trustees. The honor is all 
the more notable as Mrs. Gordon is perhaps 
ithe only lady trustee of a school of this 
kind in Georgia. Her great heart responds 
gladly to any work or movement which is 
for the benefit of her sex, especially those 
who are by reason of limited means placed 
at a disadvantage. Her noble efforts for 
education are known, and form one of the 
brightest and sweetest chapters in the life 
of this lovely, queenly woman. Her heart 
beats tenderly for those of her sex who 
have been denied the full advantages of an 
education. Speaking of the co-operative 
feature of the work at Forsyth, Mrs. 
Gordon said yesterday:

What About the Coupons on Those 
Telephone Bonds? 


/THE INTEREST IS REPUDIATED 


President Simon Baer Says His Com- 
pany Is Not Responsible. 


KE PRONOUNCES BLAKELEY A BAD MAN 


| He Never Remitted Any Money to the 


Company for $10,000 Worth of 
Bonds Which He Took. 


Up in Detroit, Mich., are some owners of 
the Atlanta Telephone Company’s bonds 
who want to collect the semi-annual inter- 
est which they claim was due October 15th 
last, and which the company has refused 
to pay. President Simon Baer says that 
the company is not responsible for the 
payment of the coupons. 

The Detroit people intimate that there 
will be trouble if the coupons are not paid. 
President Baer says that John M. Blakeley, 
who sold the bonds, will be put in the pen- 
itentiary if he ever comes to Georgia. 
Mr. Blakeley is reported to be in Michigan 
and is doing well. 

Biakeley was in the employ of the At- 
lanta Telephone Company for some months 
in the early part of this year and the 
latter part of last year. Last spring he 
went north with $10,000 of the company’s 
bonds and negotiated them. The story at 
that end is that he represented himself as 
the agent of the company. What price he 
obtaired from them is not stated. They 
were twenty year 5 per cent gold bonds 
with coupons maturing in April and Oc- 
tober. Among the purchasers up there was 
a business man of considerable prominence, 
He was not the only purchaser, however. 

The bonds had stamped upon them the 
name of the Atlanta Trust and Banking 
Company as trustee, Charles Runnette, cash- 
ier, to whom Mr. Blakeley referred. He 
also referred to Messrs. E. W. Marsh and 
E. H. Thornton, of Atlanta. Some inquiry 
was made at the time by some of the De- 
troit people about Blakeley and the tele- 
phone company. The Detroit man was in- 
formed that the telephone company had a 
charter with an authorized capital stock 
of $800,000. He was informed that the com- 
pany claimed to have between 3,000 and 
4,000 subscribers under a five-year contract 
at prices ranging from -$24 to $36 per an- 
num. 

No tnformation was given about Mr. 
Blakeley, it appears, but on the report 
made from Atlanta. the Detroit man and 
others claim to have purchased some of 
the bonds. The information sent to Detroit 
was not sent by the officers of the telephone 
compary, but it was understood to be the 
substance of the company’s claims. Now 
the bonds are repudiated by the company. 

President Baer said yesterday that Blake- 
ley ought to be in the penitentiary and 
would be sent there for a good long term 
if ever showed up in Georgia. 

Mr. Baer Explains. 

Explaining the transaction in Detroit, 
Mr. Baer said: 

“Blakeley was in our employ for a time. 
He came to us and claimed that he was 
familiar with the telephone business end 
thus secured employment. In the spring, he 
said that he had some friends in Detroit 
to whom he could sell some of our bonds. 
So we intrusted him with $10,000 worth. 
There was a written condition that if he 
negctiated the bonds he must not deliver 
them until he had remitted the money fcr 
them to the company. He never tcmi'tted 
us anything. We wrote a number of letters 
to hizn but could not get a reply and we 
fired him because we found out that he 
wos n rascal. 

“We are not responsible for the bonds 
and do not propose to pay them. There 
eculd be no innocent purchasers under our 
contract with him. We are prepured to 
fight this case. It is only another attack 
of the Bell company. That company has 
been fighting us ever sirce we started, but 
we are strongly entrenched and can take 
care of ourselves. We are putiing up our 
poles out on Glenn street and in ninety 
days will have 1,000 instruments in place 
and working. We have signed a contract 
with George F. Payne & Co., of 401 South 
Juniper street, Philadelphia, to put in our 
plant as fast as it can be installed. 

“Our first coupons mature next April. 
They were not to bear interest this fall. 
That is a mistake. Here, I will show you 
one of our bonds.” 

President Baer reached up in a cupboard, 
teok out a cigar box and tendered a 
cigar, If he can get the Bell telephone peo- 
ple to smoke somo of those cigars, the 
Atlanta Telephone Company will be fully 
revenged for all the trouble the old com- 
pany has ever given it. 

From ancther shelf, Mr. Baer produced 
a bond of the denomination of $100. There 
were thirty-eight coupons still adhering 
to it. Two had been clipped. These were 
the coupons of October 15, 1896, and April 
15, 1897. ‘ 
He Tells of the Bonds. 

“Our bonds were underwritten by a Phil- 
adeiphia syndicate,” said Mr. Baer. “They 
are all right. The president of our nation- 
al company is General Clarkson, who was 
postmaster general under President Harri- 
son. Our general counsel is Mr. McNaught, 
a prominent and representative lawyer of 
New York. All the people in the parent 
company are well known. We have now 
about 4,000 subscribers contracted for, We 
have everything in good shape and will 
soon show Atlanta the best telephone sys- 
tem in the country. This is not the only 
place where opposition to the Bell has de- 
veloped. New companies are springing up 
all over the country and they are getting 
the business. There is a very strong oppo- 
sition company in Detruit; another in Ypsi- 
lanti, Mich., and I could name you a hun- 
dred towns where there are rival compa- 
nies. And they are all doing well. We are 
prepared for all opposition. We looked for 
it, we got it, and we have overcome it. 
We will take care of that Detroit matter 
if anything ever comes of it.”

SUGAR WAS ACTIVE 


Led an Early Sharp Advance and a Later

CLOSED SAME AS SATURDAY 


The Grangers Were Conspicuous in the 
Decline—Volume of Trading

New York, November 29.—There was an 
accumulation of commission house orders 
in the market at the opening this morning 
which had come in over Sunday as a re- 
sult of the strength dispiayed by the stock 
market on Saturday. The quotations for 
Americans were also rup up on the Lon- 
jen exchange before the opening here. As

quite an animated buying movement and 
an advance of a marked fraction along the 
‘line. But the buyers of Friday and Satur- 
day immediately set about reaiizing their

IN A THANKFUL MOOD. 


Everything Shows improvement Ex- 


cept Cotton Goods and Raw Cotton. 


Charles A. Baldwin Co., in their week- 
ly letter, say: 

“Wall street had much to be thankful 
for. it was not difficult for thinking men 
to give thanks on Thursday. Jom Wood- 
lock was among those who found it easy. 
He pointed out these facts: The abun- 
dance of money, the scarcity of good bonds 
and the low rates which can be obtained 
on call or time must result in higher 
prices for substantial dividend paying 
stocks. The volume of business as meas- 
ured by railroad earnings and clearings. 
With a dull stock market clearings are 
practically equal to those of the last good 
business year—1892. Railroads could not 
make the earnings unless general business 
was good. September net of roads report- 
ing increased a fraction over 24 per cent, 
and for nine months increased 11% per cent, 
with six months of bad business included. 
November gross earnings are showing 
larger increases than in any monin this 
year. The decline from top prices in Sep- 
tember, a little over two months, is equal 
to the drop in the Venezuela panic. After 
such a fall stocks have invariably re- 
covered at least haif of the decline. The 
average of prices is not high when com- 
pared with other years, when business was 
correspondingly good. Several roads wiil 
again enter the dividend list early next 
year, and several increased dividend rates 
can be looked for in the early spring. The 
tariff is out of the way and congress re- 
turning from prosperous constituencies 
will at least be more conservative and may 
do something in the way of a pooling bill, 
the Bankruptcy law and possibly currency 
reform. The exporte of wheat and corn 
continue to be the largest on record; the 
balance of trade is largely in favor of this 
country; our exports of breadstuffs and 
cattle promise to continue and at prices 
highly remunerative to the farming com- 
munity, a very large percentage of the

New York, November 29.—(Special.)—Ex- 
cessive dullness was the only feature of the 
cotton market today: An edvance 
point in Liverpool was not regarded as par- 
ticularly encouraging and prices here were 
slightly lower at the opening.

European selling or- 
ders were, however the feature of the morn- 
ing, supplying the local demand, which feels 
the continud dullness in the face of the 
large movement may mean an im prove- 
ment. The movement in the interior was 
not heavy, wach increased this feeling. In 
the Atlantic it is ascr.bed to recent bad 
weather and in the ‘Mississippi valley to tne 
searcity of railroad cars. A dispatch from 
Memphis reports presses blocked and large 
purchases made at inter.or tributary poinis 
cannot ‘be moved on account of tne diffi- 
culty of securing cars. An estimate of the 
members of the Liverpool excnange puts 
the crop at 10,525,000 baies, but little in ex- 
cess of the current estimate here.

Atlanta November 29.—Liverpool cables 
shoved a quiet Put steady market.

Other Market in Sympathy—Corn Lost 
1-2c and Oats 1-8c—Provisions 
Closed Steady 


Chicago, November 29.—Wheat was weak 
at the start today, and hardly changed 
except for the worse as long as the session 
lasted. At the close December was 14¢@%ec 
lower and May 1%@1%c lower. Weak 
cables and heavy world’s shipments were 
the main factors in the decline, though ex- 
treme dullness in the trade contributed not 
a little to the weakness. Other markets 
were ‘weak in sympathy. Corn lost ¥c and 
oats t*c. Provisions closed unchanged to 
dc lower. 

The bulls in wheat were given a body 
blow right at the start by the enormous 
world’s shipments, which, including India, 
amounted to 9,113,000 bushels.The effect was 
seen in the opening figures, May starting 
%e lower at vixgc and siowly declLaing tu 
visgc. It recovered ior & short time to 
biysc, Dut soon turned weak again. DVecem- 
ver Was tveu Weaker, starting +c lower at 
vec ana seuing vil without a stop to vic.

COUNTY WANTS 


Commissioners Say Telephone Company 
Should Make No Charge. 


THE BILLS MAY NOT BE PAID 


Telephone Wires Run Over the Coun- 
| ty’s Bridges Without Cost. 


BUT THE COUNTY PAYS FOR ITS ’PHONES 


Question Was Discused Briefly Yes- 
terday, but No Action Was 
Taken. 


The county commissioners think the 
telephones us*d by the county officers 
should be furnished without cost by the 
Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, since that company is allowed 
the use of the bridges of the county for 
their lines and is fu.,tner aided by the 
county in cutting away trees which may 
endanger the lines running out in the sub- 
urbs. 

When the bill for the year was presented 
at the special meeting of the committee on 
pubic buildings yesterday, it was referred 
and no action was taken until the matter 
can be discussed by the full board, which 
will be tomorrow morning. 

Chairman Palmer had not decided what 
should be done with the bills and the ques- 
tion came up for a brief discussion. Com- 
missioner Walter R. Brown thought the 
bills should not be presented the county, 
but on the other hand that the county 
should be given the telephones now in use 
free of any charge on account of the cour- 
tes'es extended the telephone company. 

“T am not tn favor of paying these bills,”’ 
said Commissioner Brown, ‘‘so long as the 
county gives the telephone people the free 
use of bridges. The wires run over Gar- 
rett’s bridge and over Collins’s bridge, 
thus saving the telephone company a large 
amount of money every year—as much 
money and probably more than the bills 
of the county amount vw. 

The question will come up for discussion 
tomorrow morning by the full board and 
s0me disposition of the matter will be 
made at that meeting. 
iNew Courtroom for Judge Candler. 

At the meeting of the committee on pub- 
lic buildings yesterday morning the propo- 
sition submitted by Captain Ellis, allow- 
ing the use of the second floor of his Luild- 
ing, just opposite the courthouse, for Judge 
Candiler’s court at $75 per month, was re- 
ceived and met with the indorsement of 
the committee. 

The discussion of the proposition called 
forth a number of jokes from the commis- 
sioners, as the majority of the committee 
thought it was necessary to make this ar- 
rangement for Judge Candler on accovnt 
of the fight which has been made on the 
new courthouse, Commissivner Palmer was 
present, being a member of the commit- 
tee, and the discussion was most pleasant 
and harmonious. 

The committee will report to the full 
board Wednesday morning that the county 
should rent the second floor of Captain 
Ellis’s building and make arrangements 
for the accommodation of Judge Candler at 
once. 


Corporation Taxes Come Up. 

The discussion of the taxes alleged to be 
due by the corporations was to have come 
up at the session tomorrow, but at the re- 
quest of a number of those interested, the 
commissioners have called a special session 
of the board for next Friday, at which 
time the question will be taken up and 
argument will be heard. 

The report of Expert Accountant Malone 
relative to the tax default list will be re- 
ceived Wednesday morning by the com- 
missioners, 

The session prom'ses to be one of inter- 
est and importance and the courthouse deal 
is sure to loom up at the meeting and 
bring about a spicy debate.

It is said that the Southern railway di- 
rectors have the question under considera- 
tion and that it is probable that road 
will join the Central in making the propo- 
sition to the city of Atlanta to bear one- 
half the cost of a viaduct at Mitchell street, 
each road paying one-quarter of the cost 
and the city paying one-half. This propo- 
sition has been discussed and it is said 
if the Southern people agree to it Mr. 
Egan will offer the plan to the bridge 
committee as the best means of settling 
the west side crossing problem. 

Should the committee and the roads fall 
to agree on a plan for the construction 
of the viaduct at Mitchell street, then the 
question of extending Alabama street will 
be brought up. Two plans have been con- 
sidered to extend the street, one to build 
a bridge and the other to construct a grade 
crossing. The latter is very objectionable 
to the Central Railroad Company, and the 
company will not consent for the city to 
cross its tracks in this way. There is less 
objection to a bridge over the tracks if 
the city will agree to put it high enough 
above the cars. 


THE TESPLE OF JUSTICE. 


Judge Andy had a big court yesterday 
afternoon, and he heard some interesting 
stories, but it was after dark before the 
last fine had been imposed. Monday is the 
day when those arrested from Saturday 
afternoon until Monday morning receive 
sentences for their wrong doing, and for 
this reason many cases are on the books 
when court opens.
